Others affirm the Name of Catalonia was taken from Au- 
ger Catalon, or Cartalon, a French or German Commander, and Go- 
vernour of Aquitain under Charles Martel; who came into theſe 
Parts to the aſſiſtance of the Chriſtians, overrun by the Moors, and 
was very, Succeſsful againſt them, recovering a gteat part of the 


Country in the Year 724. Of this Opinion is Beuter, and Roderick 


"Mendez, Silva ſeems to approve it. Volaterran, and others of good 
Note, will have it, that the Goch, and Alans having entred and ſet- 
tled in this part of Spair, before any other, that is, in the Year 417, 
from thoſe two Nations it bad firſt the Name of Gorhalania, and 
corruptly Cathaluna, and Cataluna. This Opinion ſeems more pro- 
bable than the others, both on Account of the Antiquity and Re- 
ſemblance” of the Names; yet there are thoſe who deduce it from 
the Catti, another Nation, who came in with the Alan, and fo form 
Catalania, and thence Cataluna.

_ Catalonia is the part of Spain which reaches fartheſt to the Eaſt- 
ward, and lies betwixt 46 and 42 degrees and a half of North La- 
titude. The whole Circumference of it is about 160 Leagues, inclu- 
ding the County of Roxſſillon, which is now cut off from it, as being 
United to Fance, and wholly reſign'd by the Crown of Spair, in ſe- 
JJ TORT TIT 
On the North it borders all along with France, from which it is 


divided by the Pyrencan Mountains; on the Weſt with the Kingdom 


of Aragon, and a ſmall part of that of Yalentia, from the firſt of 
_ . which it is ſeparated in part by the Rivers Neguera and Mataruna, 
| ſome Hills, and From the latter by the River Cena. On the 
South and Eaſt, the Waters of the Mediterranean waſh its Shores, 
and form ſeveral Trading Ports, which ſerve to enrich the Country. 


The Land is a mixture of Plains and Mountains, that part next to 


France being moſt Hilly z but farther in, there are large and de- 
lightful Levels. The Temperature of the Climate is a mean be- 
twixt Heat and Cold, being neither ſo much ſcorch'd in Summer, 
as the more Southern part of Audaluxia; nor ſo ſharp in Winter, 
as Aſturias, Galicia, and Biſcay, or even as the Heart of Spain, be- 
cauſe the Sea and the Hills do ſo moderate the Seaſons, that no ex- 
tremity of Weather is felt in any of them. The Soil, which of 
it ſelf is good and fruitful, receives the Benefit of this Temperature, 
for neither is it quite burnt up by the ſcorching Sun, nor kept back 
And ſtarv'd by ſevere Froſts. Beſides, it every where abounds in 
Pleaſant Streams, whoſe Waters Fertilize the Ground, and _ it 
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produce all things in Plenty that are for the Support of Human& . 1 
Life. The greateſt of, theſe Rivers, not to mention otheiß of leſs . 1 
Note, are Ebro, which having croſs'd over a great part of old Ca. | | 
ſtile, all Navarre'and Aragon, enters Catalonia at Mequinenza; and 
having water'd the South Weſt part of this Province, falls into the 
Mediter: ancan, below the City Tortoſa. The next River of Note 
is Lebregat, whoſe Spring is on the Hills above Baga, whence it 
runs almoſt a Southern Courſe, and loſes it ſelf in the Mediterra- 
nean at ſome diſtance from Barcelona. Next is the River Ter, riſing 
near the little Town of St. Pau, and running by Girona and Torcella, 
Eaſt ward, ends like the others in the Mediterrancau. The River 
Hancoli deſcends from ſome Hills between Spluga and Sarreal, whence 
its Courſe is Sonthward to Tarragona, and there expires like the o- 
thers. Near Barcelona is another ſmal] River, call'd Beſos, whoſe 
Origin is by Centella on the Mountains, whoſe Waters it conveighs, 1 5 
as has been ſaid, into dhe Sea, near that great City. The River WE 
Noguera comes from the Pyrenean Mountains, and running to the | | 
Southward as a Boundary betwixt Catalonia and Aragon, delivers up 
its Waters above Lerida, and betwixt that and Balaguer into the 
Segre. This Segre is another Offspring of the Pyrenean Mountains 
near Andorra, whence it drives away South Weſt, as paſſing by Ur- 
rel, Balaguer and Lerida, joyns the Ebro near Mequinenza. Pallare- 
e is alſo a Stream from the Pyreneans, and directs its Courſe juſt 
in the midſt, between the two laſt above mentioned, paying Tri- 
bute to the Segre near Balaguer. Sio and Bragos are two Streams of 
leſs Note, which having rua their ſhort Race to the Weſtward, 
put in their little Stocks to increaſe the Segre. - Theſe are the only 
Waters worth mentioning, tho? there is an Infinite Number of leſ- 
ſer Streams, all of them conſiderable enough to be valued by the 
Natives for enriching their Soil, yet ſuch as for the moſt part 
cannot Merit a Name in a Deſcription. 9 5 05 
The Natural Product of the Country, and which it has in a great 
Plenty, is excellent Wheat, rich Wine, ſweet Oil, exquiſite Ho- 
ney, delicious Fruit of all ſorts, abundance of Cattle both great 
and ſmall; ſwarms of Fowl, great ſtore of Deer, Hares, Rabbets, 
and all other Game; good Hemp, fine Flax, excellent Saffron, and 
all ſorts of Grain, variety of all Herbs; a conſiderable Quantity of 
Silk, fine Wool; infinite Fiſh and Salt. It has alſo Mines and Quar- 
Ties, and much Gold and Silver was formerly carried hence into o- 
ther Parts, but now thoſe Mines are either loſt or drein'd. Iron 
there is ſtill, much curious Marble, fine Alabaſter, rich Jaſper, 
and much Coral. The Language of this Country is the ancient Li- 
moſine, or that of the Country about Limoges in France, brought hi- 
ther and into Aragen by King Jayme or James, Sirnam'd the Conque- 
e . | ror, 
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-xor, hen he came out of France, yet with a great mixture of Span: 
ſome Arebick, and other Languages; ſo that this Language in it ſelf 
is not Melligible to any Spaniard, as may appear by many Books of 
their Printing in former times, but at Preſent all the People ſpeak a 
ſort of broken Spaniſh, ſome better and ſome worſe, as in all Coun. 
tries, but ſuch as may be underſtood ; the Politer aud better ſort 
ſpeaking true Caſtilian. The People have generally ſharp and ready 
Wits, and are Warlike, which makes ſo many of their Commonal- 


ty always in Arms, and the Caſtilians and other Spaniards will ſcarce - 


allow the Cat aloni ans for their Countrymen, looking upon them as a 
Diſloyal and Faitbleſs People, as indeed they have given ſufficient 
reaſon in moſt Ages for the Charge, as may be ſeen hereafter. -How- 
ever, this is generally to be underſtood of the common and mean 


ſort, who are generally half Barbarous, and would rather Rob 


than Work, which makes them always joyn with any that enters 
their Country, in hopes of Plundering their Neighbours. But the 
Gentry and Great Meu have always preſervd their Reputation, and 
been eſteem'd Men of Honour, Worth and Gallantry, ' 4 
ln this Principality there are eleven Cities, viz. Barcelona, Tar 
ragona, Torroſa, Lerida, Urgel, Girona, Elna, Vique, Solſona, Baia- 
ger, and Manreſa, of all which we ſhall ſpeak in their Places; one 
_ Archbiſhoprick, which is Tarragona; eight Biſhopricks, Barcelona, 
Tortoſa, Lerida, Ureel, Girona, Elna, A and Solſena; abundance 
of conſiderable Towns, ſome of which ſhall be ſpoken of hereafter, 
and a vaſt Number of Villages, 28 Miter Abbeys, 30000 Churches, 
13 ſtrong Towns along the Coaſt, and ſeven Univerſities. Its Arms 
are, Or, four Bars Sanguin, given to it ia the Year 873, in the 
Reign of Charles the Bald, of France, who in his Wars with the Nor- 
mant was aſſiſted by Godfrey, Earl of Barcelona, calld the Hairy, 
who being deſperately Wounded, the King came to him, and di 
Ping his four Fingers in his Blood, drew them along Godfrey's Gilt 
Shield from top to bottom, ſaying, Ear! , theſe ſhall be your Arms. 
This Principality under the Romans, was part of the Province Tar. 
racmenſis, all which took its Name from the City Tarragona, then 
_ the Capital of alt the Province, as it contigu'd for many Years. Be- 
fides Tor acorenfic,it was by another name call'd Hiſpania Citerior, ot 
the nearer Spain, becauſe nearer to Nome, than the Provinces Luſiteni 
and Betice, call'd Hiſpavia Ukerior, or the farther.

Of the City of Barcelona. 


E City Barcelone, Metropolis of the Province of Catalonia, 
and one of the beſt in Spain, and inferiour to but few in Es 


rope, which are not the Capitals of Princes, being it ſelf an Anci- 


ent Earldom, equivalent to many Kingdoms, as ſhall appear in its- 
Place z this City, I ſay, is ſeated on the Banks of the Mediterranean, 

betwixt the Rivers Lobregat and Beſos, which pay the Tribute of 
their Waters to the Sea on both ſides of it. The Coaſt it ſtands on 
js open, and affords a good Road, where there is ſafe Anchoring. 
for Ships of all ſorts, but the Port is not capacious for Fleets; how- 

ever, here is ſo much of a Harbour as has made this City a Place of 
2 conſiderable Trade and Commerce in all Ages, tho? it had much 
more, when all the Trade of the Eaſt Indies came by Caravans, or 


up the Red Sea into Twky and Egypt, and was thence diſtributed 
to all parts of Europe. It is built in the ſhape of g half Moon, in a 


large Plain, at the Foot of the Mountain Adonjuyque, which over- 
looks it. Next the Sea, beſides the Wall, it has two Baſtions, the 
Wall on the Land fide, has ſome little Baſtions, after the old Man- 


ner of Fortiſication, having no other Out-work, but only the Ditch» 


before it. The Walls themſelves are not very ftrong, as having 
Ramparts but in ſome Places, and in others are ſingle Stone-Work. 
There are Nine Gates to the City, all of *em Beautiful and Magnifi- 


cent, Fair and Stately, the Streets ftrait and wide, the Churches Beatt- | 


tifal and Rich, the Gardens curious, and many Noble Fountains of- 
Excellent Water, for the uſe of the Inhabitants. The Territory. 
is abundantly ſtor'd with Neceſſaries for Suſtenance and Delight, 
as producing Plenty of Wheat, rich Wines, Oil, Fowl, Cattle, 
Fruit, Honey, Wood, and all ſorts of Game; and the Sea furniſhing . 
variety of excellent Fiſh; beſides all about there are abundance of 


Orchards, delightful, and furniſn'd with all ſorts of Varieties. There 


is very curious Glaſs made here, little inferiour to that of Yenice,.. 


once ſo much in Requeſt. The Chamber of the; City, or Publick:. 


Bank, has always been in great Credit; and the Common Treaſury 

of all the Money'd People of thoſe Parts. This City ſends Repre-- 
ſentatives to the Cortes, or Parliament. Its Arms are, Quarterly, 1ſt: 
Argent, St. George's Croſs Gules. 2dly. Or, the four Bars of Catalonia, 
Gules; the 3d like the ad, the th like the 1ſt. TIO 
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. "Fifteen Nuns, fix Colleges, and fix Hoſpitals. 
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bout 18600 Families, and among them abundance of Gentry and 
Perſons of Qualicy, nine Pariſhes, nineteen Monaſteries of Friers, 
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In the Year 1365, the City was Honour'd with the Privilege of 
having a Council; in 1493, with a Royal Court of Judicature ; 
in 1497, with the Court of the Inquiſition, and in 1536, with 
a Learned Univerſity, which was new modell'd by King Philip Il. 
in 1561. Some Authors, fond of Antiquity, tho? never ſo grovnd- 
leſs, will have Barcelona to have been built by Hercules, the Egyp- 
tian, in the Year 2305, from the Creation, which is 16 56, before 
the Redemption of Man, and the Mountain to have been call'd the 
Mountain of Jupiter, and corruptly Monjuique; which others with 
as little reaſon derive from the Fews, as having been their Burying- 
Place, ſay they, and add, that the City had its Name from the 
"Ninth Boat, arriving at this Place, which therefore they call'd 
Barca Nena; as if the Jews above 2000 years ſince had ſpoke 
the Spaniſh of this Age. D. Roderick Archbiſhop of Toledo, will 
have the Grecian Hercules to have been the Founder; and adds, that 
the Name was corrupted from Barcinon, which he pretends ſigni- 
ſies Shells, the Houſes: of the Fiſhermeo, then living there, being 

like Shells. Theſe are rather Notions, than Authoritiesor Proots, 
for we have one much better grounded upon Hiſtory than any of 
them, which is that Amilcar Barcinus, Father to the Famous H. 
_ 2ibal, built this Place 250 years before the Incarnation of Chriſt, 
and call'd it of his own Name Barcinone, corruptly Barcelona; in 
further Confirmation whereof, there are ſtill ſome Antient Towers, 
to be ſeen, with Bull- heads on them, which are the Arms of the City 
Carthage. The two Scipio'senlarg'd it in the Year 210 before Chriſt, 
which Scipio Africanus incloſed, changing its firſt Name into that of 
Favencia, from the favour he ſhew'd it; but afterwards the old 
Name return d. Auguſtus Ceſar made it a Roman Colony, giving 
it his Unkle's Name and his own, which made Jul Auguſta. The 
Emperor Claudius ſtill enlarg'd it. Ataulſus the firſt Spaniſh King of 
the Goth made it his Reſidence in the Year 416, aad lies bur yd 
near the Cathedral. St. James the Apoſtle is faid to have preach'd 
the Faith here and founded the Church, conſtituting Theodoſius; or, 
as others ſay Etherius, the firſt Biſhop. To this Cathedral belong 
eleven Dignified Prieſts, thirty four Canons, or Prebends, 12 Pa- 
vords, which are a fort of Petty Cannons, 200 Simple Benefices, 
and 80 Perſonal, beſides Chaplains, be kiſhops Revenve is 
. 12000 Ducats. - Cloſe by the Church is the Houſe call'd Capi alimoſ 
na, where 300 Poor are fed every day. In the year 717, this Ci. 
ty fel}. under the Dominion of the Moors, and was recover d from 
them by Count Zorrel in 286, and baving been loſt again, was f.

The 
ancient Walls were 40842 Yards in compaſs, of ſo great an Extent 
was it in thoſe days; the Circumference of thoſe which now in- 
cloſe it, is 2361 Yards. In theſe are fix Gates, within an inexhau- 
ſtible Well of excellent Water. St. Franciss Square, or Market- 
place, was once a Roman Amphitheater, in which is a beautiful 
Fountain of Water. Its Climate is ſo temperate, that the Trees 
bear Fruit and Bloſſoms in December. The Territory all beantify'd 
with thouſands of delightful Gardens and Orchards, beſides abun- 
dance of pleaſant Country Seats. The Fields abound in Cora, 
Wine, Oil, Herbs, Fowl, Cattle, Game, Hemp and Flax, which 
is thence tranſported to ſeveral Parts, and the Sea furniſhes it plen- 
tifully with Fiſh, The City Arms are, Wavy from top to bottom 
Argent and Azure; with a Crown for the Creſt. The Inhabitants 
amount to 3000 Families, among whom much Gentry and other 
Perſons of Note; ia four Pariſhes, with 8 Monaſteries of Friers, one 
af Nuns, a Stately Hoſpital, and an Univerſity. The Chimerical "TORE 
Foundation of it is aſcrib'd to Tubal, Noab's Grandſon, ia the year | 
of the World, 1840, and before the Birth of Chriſt, 2121 ; but 
ſþis is ſeeking for Antiquity beyond Probability.

After all 
theſe Fancies, what we have moſt certain is, that it was built 
by the Scipio's, about the Year 210 before Chriſt, which Spaniſh 
Authors will have to be the Rebuilding. The ſame Scipio's made 
it the Metropolis of the Province, and a Roman Colony, under 
whoſe Juriſdiction were 44 Towns; they alſo built its Walls, near 
which they ſay they were bury'd, when overthrown by the Cartha- 
ginians. Here Auguſtus Ceſar in the Year of Grace 23, receiv'd 
Ambaſſadors from ſeveral parts, and particularly from dia and 
 Scythia; and here he put out that Decree or Edict mention d by 


St. Luke for all the World to be Tax'd. The People of this City | 


erected a Temple in Honour of Auguſtus, which was afterwards 
repair'd by the Emperor Adrian. The Emperor Antoninus Pius en- 
laarg'd the Haven. Tarragona made a vigorous Defence againſt the 

Moors, but was by them taken in 719, and utterly raz'd, all 
the Inhabitants being put to the Sword, and continued deſart till 
the Year 1088, when Pope Urban II. order'd D. Bernard, Archbi- 
ſhop of Toledo to rebuild and reſtore it to its Dignity, which was 
done; and 2 or 3 years after P. Berengarius Biſhop of Vique was 
remov'd to this place. The Pope gave it to D. Ramon Berenguel, 
Earl of Barcelona, who appointed S. Oldegrixs Biſhop of ee e 
Archbiſhop of it, by Bull from the Pope. This Prelate rebuilt the 
Cathedral, which ſome pretend had been founded by the Apoſtle 
St. James, who, as they ſay, took Shipping here for FJeruſalem, 
leaving his Diſciple Agatodorus Biſhop ; But what Anthority there 
is for all this, I know not. The Archbiſhoprick is worth 16000 
- Ducats a Year to its Prelate. Several National Councils or Synods 
have been held here, in the Years 460, 516, 1180, 1241, 1276, 
1291, 1341, 1395, 1429 and 1564. Here the Emperor Aarian 
held a General Aſſembly of all the Nobility of Sin; where it 
was Enacted, That the eldeſt Son ſhould be a Soldier, the ſecond 
2 Schollar, and the third a Civil Officer. The Cortes have been 
held here by four Kings of Arragon, 1 
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Stands four Leagues from the Frontiers of the Kingdom of Ya- 
| leiicia, on the Coaſt of the Mediterranean, and banks of the great 
River Ebro, which falls into the Sea near it, firſt formiog a ſafe 
Harbour for Ships, beſides which there is a good Bay of the Sea 
that comes up to the City. It is ſeated in the midſt of a delightful 
Wood, pleaſant for its great variety of Trees and Plants, and has

2 Bridg over the River, built Ten Ses Boats, The Walls are old 
and weak, but of a great Compaſs, without any Outworks, only 
there is an antient Caſtle call'd Zuda. The Gates are five, 78 Streets, 
and a ſpacious handſome Square or Market- place on the Bank of the 
River, planted with Poplar Trees, near which are two Towers 
to defend it, caiPd Carroba and Camredo, the Remains of Antiqui- 
ty. Without it is a beautiful Plain, fix Leagues in length, and 
2 in Breadth, a moſt fruitful Soil, water'd by the River running 
through the midſt of it, and producing Corn, Wine, Oil, Fruit, 
Herbs, Timber for Shipping, and Palm-Trees ; beſides, it has 
Plenty of Fowl, Game, Cattle, and conſiderable Quantities of Silk 
made here into Sarcenets, which ſerve all Catalonia and Aragon; and 
the River yields variety of Fiſh. There are abundance of curious 
Springs, Quarries of Jaſper-ſtone and Salt-pits. The City- Arms ate, 
A Caſtle (the colour of neither Field nor Bearing mention'd) and 
about it like an Orl, theſe words in Spaniſh, Protect us under the Sha- 
dow of your Wings ;, directed to the Bleſſed Virgin, who with a Rib- 
bond in one hand, holds the Creſt, being a Ship failing before the 
Wind. The Patroneſſes of this City are, St. Claudia and St. Cordu- 
la, of the Number of the 11000 Virgios, whoſe Heads are ſaid to 
be here ever fince the Year, 1351. The Inhabitants are about 
3000 Families, among whom many Gentlemen and Perſons of Note,

larg'd in 1573, The pretended Founder of the City, according 
to Authors that are fond of Antiquity, was Jberus King of Spain, 
in the Year of the World, 1961, and 2000 before e Blrth of 
_ Chriſt, calling it Jbera, Scipio when he govern'd Spain is molt 
likely to have built it, for he gave it the name of Dertoſa, corrupt- 
ly Terteſa, and made it a AMAunicipium, or Free Town. The Moors 
took it in the Year.7 16, and it was recover'd by D. Ramon Beren- 
guel, laſt Earl of Barcelona, and Prince of Aragon, in 1149, who 
new Peopled and took the Title of. Marqueſs of it, reſtoring the 
Epiſcopal See two years after. The Moors laid Siege to it again, 
but it was bravely defended with the Aſſiſtance of the Women, who 
had therefore many Privileges granted them; as, that they might 
wear as a Mark of Honour, a Crimſon Flambeau on a Scapular, 
which they call Paſſatiempo; and that at Weddings they ſhould 
take place of the Men, tho they be Judges. St. Paul is ſaid to 
| have Preach'd here in the Year 64, and to have conſtituted St. Nuſus 
of Cyrene, Biſhop, The Cathedral erected in the Year 1347, is 
one of the beſt Structures in the Principality; to which belong 11 

Dignified Clergymen, 20 Canons, or Prebends, and as many Petty- 

Canons. Under the Dioceſs are : 25 Towns and Villages, 9

The Place is divided into four ſeveral 
Quarters, with Private ways under Ground, from one to the other, 
ſoo that if only one quarter remains untaken, there is no ſafety in the 

other three. The Governour's Appartment is in a great Tower, 
cut off from the reſt of the Garriſon, by a Ditch with a Draw- _ 
bridge. The Name is taken from an Ancient City that ſtood here 
call'd Salſulz, corruptly Salas, or Saulſes. hich Place was ſocall'd 
from a Salt Spring 40 Yards deep, and 70 Foot over, full of excel- 
lent Fiſh, which yields 400 Ducats a Year. la this Fortreſs King 

Ferdinand V. built about 40 Houſes, and four Inns for Travellers, in 
the Year 1490, ſince which time it has been enlarg'd and fortify'd.

MONTSERRAT. 


Seven Leagues from Barcelona, to the Northward, are the Moun- 
tains of Montſerrat, fo call'd from Monte Serrado, a Mountain Saw'd, 
or cut in two in the middle as that is; ſeveral Authors of Note af- 
 firming itcleft in two at the Death of our Saviour, as many others 

are ſaid to have done. At the foot of theſe Mountains runs the 


River Lobregat, the Mountains themſelves are high, ſteep and all 


craggy Rocks of Jaſper Stone, tho? not very fine. In the midſt of 
them ſtands the famous Monaſtery of Benedictine Monks, at the Foot 
of a Rock, inhabited by 50 Religious Men, and 250 Servants. The 
Houſe Magnificent, enrich'd with abundance of Relicks, and divi- 
.ded into four Apartments. One of them ſerves to entertaia the 
Pilgrims that come to it, where they have all Neceſſaries furniſh'd 


for three days, paying only for Fleſh for themſelves, and Straw and 


Barly for their Horſes and Mules. It has a curious Orchard, a No. 
ble Cloyſter and three Ciſterns, the Place being ſcarce of Water. 
On the high Altar ſtands the Miraculous Image of the Bleſſed Vir- 
gin, before which there are generally many Silver Lamps burning. 
There are alſo forty vaſt great Wax Candles, ſome ot them weigh- 
ing ſeveral Hundreds, which are lighted upon certain days. On the 
higheſt part of the Hill ſtands an Hoſpital, and about it 12 Hermi- 


tages, inhabited and ſerv'd by Men of exemplar lives, who there i- 


mitate the Ancient Anchorites. The manner of finding this Image, 
ſo highly honour'd, and building the Monaſtery, is thus related. 
Wifred, Earl of Barcelona had a Daughter who was poſſeſs'd, and 
having been exorcis'd, the Devil declar'd he would not leave her, 
enleſs compelPd by the Prayers of John Guarin, who liv'd an Ere- 
mitical life on the Mountain, and were nine days with him. . The 


Young Lady being carry'd to the Place, the Devil prevail'd ſo far, 


that the Anchorite deflour'd, and then perſwaded her to hang her 
ſelf. This done he repented, and going in Pilgrimage to Rome, the 
Pope order'd him for his Pennance to return to the Place where the 


Crime was committed, and there to go on all four, like a Beaſt, and 
Without looking up to Heaven, till a 


feeding on Graſs and Herb 
Child of three Months old thonld tell him his Sins were forgivea. 
He continued this life ſeven Years, till he was grown all over Hairy-- 


like a Beaſt, when Eart Hifred Hunting on thoſe Mountains, found, 


and carried him to the City, where he was kept Chain'd as a Monſter. 


The Earl had then a Son three Months old, who ſpoke, bidding him 
riſe, for his Sins were forgiven. He ſtood up and owning his 
Crimes to the Earl, offer d himſelf to receive the Puniſhment, but 


Wifred anſwered, He would not Puniſh him whom God had forgiven. 
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Not long before certain Shepherds had acquainted the Curate of An. 
leſa,orMoniſtrol,that there appear'd Lights on ſeveral Saturdays, about 
Night fall in a Cave upon the” Mountains, which the Biſhop being 
inform'd of, and finding to be true, he ſearch'd the Cave, and 
found in it an Image of our Lady, with the Infant eſus in her Arms, 
ſuppos'd to have been hid there when the Moors overran the Coun- 
. try. > | TOY 
He would have carry'd it away, but could not, and therefore 
built a Church upon the Spot, appointing the aforeſaid Curate to 
officiate in it. John Grarin, and Earl Wifred going to ſeek the Body 
of his Daughter, and digging for it, ſhe is ſaid to have roſe up a- 
live, with only a red ſtreak about her neck. The Earl amaz'd 
at that wonder built a Monaſtery in that place, for her and other 
religious Women to ſpend their Days, appointing John Guurin, and 
the Curate aſoreſaid to ſerve the Church, where they ended theie 
Lives in SanQity. Thus it continu'd till Earl Borrel, thinking that 
Deſert an improper Place for Vigins, remoy'd,; them to Barcelona, 
and in their Place ſubſtituted Monks of the Order of St. Benedict, 
in whom it has ever ſince continu'd. It is a Place now reſorted to 
from all Parts of Spain by great Numbers of Pilgrims, and all the 
Spam ſi Monarchs have ever honour'd it and beſtow'd rich Gifts. 91 
it, as have abundance of other Perſons of Note and Ability.

HE intended Brevity of this Account will not allow much to 

be ſaid of thoſe Monarchs, who being Sovereigns of all 
Spain, were conſequently Princes of this Country, any farther than 
particularly relates to it ; for that would be compiling a Hiſtory 


of Spain, rather than an Account of Catalonia. Neither will it be 


proper to inſiſt upon the firſt fabulous Kings, whom even Aariana, 
tho” a Spani ard, will ſcarce allow a place in his Hiſtory, as believing 
they will rather diſcredit it, than give any Reputation- to his 
Country. We will not therefore take notice of T»bal the 5th Son of 
Fapheth, the Son of Noah, whom all Spaniſh Writers make the Foun- 
der of that Monarchy ; nor will we ſpeak of his pretended Succeſ- 
ſors, all hid under the Darkneſs of that remote Antiquity, and 
meer imaginary Princes, as deliver'd to us by Authors, who crea- 
ted them many Ages after. To come to the matter, it is moſt likely 
that Catalonia was one of the firſt Provinces of Spain, that was Peo- 
pled after the Flood; for in thoſe firſt Ages we do not find there 
was any great skill in Navigation, and therefore it is moſt reaſo- 
nable to believe, thoſe firſt wandring Nations generally ſpread by 
Land, ſtill ſeeking new Habitations as they multiply'd ; we ma 

juſtly iofer that France was firſt inhabited, and from thenee thoſe 


eople by degrees ſpread themſelves into the adjacent Countries of 


Catalonia, Aragon, Navarre and Biſcay, and ſo by degrees over all 


Spain, "Theſe Natives were rude and barbarous, till the Phancians, 


Greeks, Romans, and Carthaginians, coming among them, they grew 
ſomewhat politer by degregs. The firſt we find trading into Spain 
by Sea were the Xhodians, who creeping along the Coaſts of France, 


came into Catalonia, where they built the Town of Roſes, near the 


| Pyrenean Mountains, to ſecure their Trade, which chiefly confiſt» 


ed in Silver, at that time carried from theſe Parts, as itis now 


brought from the Weſt- Indies. After the Rhodians, the Phanicians 
grew more able Seamen,and fpread farther along the Coaſts of Spain, 
planting Colonies in ſeveral Mme which does not belong to us 
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0 treat of. But in the Year 547 before Conde Phocenſians landed 


in Catalonia, where they founded the Town o 
Empurias 4 EE | 

Theſe were weak Intruders, and came rather as Merchants than 
Conquerors; but the Carthagini ans being calld by the Phænici- 


Emphoria, now call'd 


_ ans to their Aſſiſtance, inſtead of protecting them, made themſelves 
Maſters of the greateſt and beſt part of the Country. Genius Scipio 


was the firſt Roman General, who marching through France, enter'd 
Spain in the Year 215 before Chriſt, by the way of Catalonia, moſt of 
which he ſubdu'd, and then ſpread his Conqueſts from thence along 
the Sea-Coaſts. This Country continu'd under their Subjection, till 


about the Year 193, ſeveral Places having caſt off the Roman Yoke, 


Cato the Cenſor, come over into Catalonia, where he took Roſes and 
Empurias, and in one Battle flew 40000 Spaniards, Thus the Pro- 
vince was annex'd to the Roman Empire, and no particular matter 
of Note happen d ia it, till the Civil Wars betwixt Ceſar and Pom 
bey, When the former of them coming into Caralonia, ſo ſurround- 
a the Army of Petreius and Afranius, Pompey's Legates, that the 

were all forc'd to ſubmit to him without fighting Stroke, becauſe 


ne was ſo fortify'd that they could not come at him; nor get 


off, but muſt have ſtarv'd there. This happen'd near the City 
Lerida, then call'd Merda in this Principality.

runnidg all Spain like an Innundation, deſtroy'd all whereſvever they 


_ vinces.

them into ſeveral Kingdoms; but their Dominion laſted not long, 


for in the Year 414, or 415, Or 416; ſo much do Authors vary, 


*Atanlfas King of the Goths, who had marry'd Placidia Siſter to the 
Emp. Honorius, had the Country about the Pyrenean Mountains, allot- 
ed him to ſettle in with his People. This Prince poſſeſs'd himſelf 
of all Gali Narbonenſis, and the Northern Parts of Spain, and the 
the Province of Catalonia, keeping his Court ſometimes at Nar- 
bome, and ſometimes at Barcelona. But being ſoftned by the 
Charms of Placidia, he grew peaceable, which not being agreeable 
to the Temper of the barbaroas Gori, they conſpir'd and murder'd 
him in the year 417.

Tomb ſtill is to be ſeen near the Cathedral, with an Epitaph and 
his Arms on it, being thoſe of the Goth, viz. Quarterly; 1/f Bar- 
ry of fix Pieces Sable, and Or, 2ly, Gules, a Crown, Or, 2ly, Or a 
Lion Gwles; and, 4ly, Argent, a Lion'Gules, The Kings of the 
Goths his Succeſſors, not content with what had been allotted them, 
carry d their Arms through all Spain, till they had ſubdu'd the whole 
Country, expelling not only the Roman, hut all the other bar barous 
Nations, that had erected themſelves Kingdoms in it. Their Mo- 
narchy continud from the aforeſaid Year 414, till 713; during 
which time they had 33 Kings, till Roderick the laſt of them being 
betray'd by Count Julian, and routed by the Moors, who came out 
of Africk in ſwarms, put an end to their Dominion. The Infidels 
after that great Victory, divided their Forces, and in 8 Months 
time overrun all Spain, excepting only ſome ſmall Part of the 
Mountainous Country in the North.

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How Catalonia was recover'd from the Moors, and | 
of the _— Barcelona, who were Sovereigns of 
this Principality till it was anneꝝ d to the Kingdom 
ef Aragon. . 
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THE Moors having made themſelves Maſters of Catalonia, as 
has been ſaid above, many of the Chriſtians,eſpecially thoſe of 
the County of Cerdagne, fled into France, where they perſwaded 
Charles Martel, who then govern'd under the Title of Mayor of 
the Court, or Pallace, and had often defeated the Infidels that broke 
into thoſe Parts, to invade Catalonia, fince there were Petty Chri- 
ſtian Kings already in Aturiat and Navarre, who made Head againſt 
the Moors. Charles Martel, overcome by their Sollicitations, in the 
Year 738, ſent ſome Germans, Men of Note with Forces, all under 
the command of Orho, Governour of Guienne into Catalonia, With 
him the French Commader Cartalon, of whom it is ſaid in the firſt 
Chapter, this Country is by ſome ſuppos'd to have taken its Name, 
is thought to have come into theſe Parts. Theſe Forces made ſome 
Prog reſs on the Frontiers of Catalonia; but Hiſtorians differ ſo much 
in theſe Accounts, that it is hard to rely much on them, for in 
thoſe days they took more care to act than to write. Charles Martel 
having laid this Foundation, King Pipin his Son continu'd to favour 
and ſupport the Chriſtians; but we find nothing of moment done 
under him. He dy'd in the Year 768, and his Son Charlemain ſuc- 
ceeding him, he not only ſent his Son Lews to promote the Chri- 
ſtian Intereſt in Catalonia, but came himſelf in Perſon. Thus the 
 Cataloman Chriſtians being continually mix'd with French and Ger- 
mans, corrupted their own Language, which was the Spaniſh, de- 
.- riv'd from the Latin, and made a quite different Tongue from that 
which is ſpoke ia Caſtile. Charlemaign having for ſome Years in- 
„„ feſted the Country; Hiſtorians tell us, that one Zato a Mooriſh

Bernard a Perſon of great Worth, was made Oovernour of Be 
celona, and was the firſt Earl of it, and Prince of Catalonia. There 
is ſtill extant a Grant of this Bernard, to the Monaſtery of St. Peter 
de Taberna, in the Province of Ribagorza, dated in the Year. 796, 


wherein he ſtiles himſelf, Earl, Duke, and Marqueſs of Spain, which 2 


is a ſufficient Teſtimony of the time when he began his Rule, and 
that he was the firſt Earl of Barcelona. Yet there are Authors, who 
will not allow him to have been Earl till created in the Year 830, 
by Lewis the Emperor and King of Fance; but the Teſtimony un- 
der his Hand, muſt needs be more Authentick. Earl Bernard being 
aſſiſted by Mifred, or Godfrey, Lord of the Caſtle of Arria, in the Ter- 
ritory of Conflent, continually Warr'd with the Moors, from whom 
he took many Lands, 'and particularly thoſe which lie betwixt the 
Rivers Lobregat and Neguera. Having thus Govern'd ſucceſsfully 
for the ſpace of 43 Years, he dy'd in 839. | 35 
- Wifed, whom ſome call Godfrey of Arria, from his Caſtle of that 
Name, ſucceeded Bernard, and was the 24 Earl of Barcelona, about 
the ſaid Year 839, by Grant from Lewis the Emperor and King 


of France. In the Year 844 the Emperor Charles the Bald, granted 


the City of Barcelona and all its Inhabitants the ſame Privileges 
the Franks enjoy'd, and that all the Earldom ſhogld be govern'd by 
the antient Laws of the Gothe, beſides many other Immunities.

In Conclu- 
ſion, D. Borel prevaild. D. Oliban deſiſting, and recover'd all his 
Lands, which then he took care to improve and fortify. In tbe 
year 986, the Morrs again entred Catalonia; to oppoſe whom Earl 
Borel gather'd all his Forces, but was routed by them at Matabous, 
near Moncada, whence he fled to Barcelona, which the Moors be- 
fieg'd and took in fix days. Many other Places follow'd the Fate of 
the Capital. The Earl flying to the Mountains, gather'd freſh For- 
ces of Horſe and Foot, with which he recover'd not only Barcelona, 
but all the other Places he had loſt. But in 993, the Moors return- 
ing, overthrew Borel again, who flying with only 60 Horſe to the 
Caſtle of Gautba near Caldes, the Infidels took that Place, killing 
him and' all that were with him, and he was bury'd in the Mona- 
ſtery of Ripol.

This Prince,  tho' low of 
Stature, prov'd ſo brave, that he not only reveng'd the Harms the 
Moors had done in Catalonia, during his Father's Days; but gain'd 
much from them, enlarging bis Dominioas and Addicting him- 
ſelf to War and Fatigue. The Places he took from the lnfidels 
were the Caltle of Manreſa, the Plains of King Calate, and the

in | Title to the Earldoms of Carcaſſonne, Toulouſe, Cominges, Rodes, and 
1 | ' Minerva, aud the Viſcounties of Ceſerans and Narbonne, by which 
=: | means Earl Ramon became powerful and great in France. In 1071, 
he aſſembled a Synod. of all his Prelates, with whom met all the 
Nobility of the Copntry, Cardinal Hugo the Popes Legate preſiding. 
In this Aſſembly it was decreed, That the Clergy ſhould live 
Chafte, many of them being then Marry'd. Laws were alſo en- 
aged for the Government of the Houſhold of the Earls of Barcelo- 
na, and of the Country, and the Titles and Qualities of the No- 
bility: of Catalonia were here ſettled. This Earl had two Wives, 
the firſt cal d Radalmars ; by whom he had D. Peter Ramon, and D. 
Berenguer Ramon, His 24 Wite was Almodia or Almadis, of the 
Family of the Earls of carcaſſeme, who bore him D. Ramon Be- 
reenguer, by reaſon of his fair Hair, call'd Flaxen- Head, and —_ 
= | 8 . ceſſor 


ceſſor to his Father. Whilſt the above-mention'd Synod was fitting, 
D. Peter Ramon, eldeſt Son to the Earl by his firſt Wife, poiſon'd 
his Mother-in-law, for fear ſhe ſhou'd prevail with bis Father to 
cut him off from the Succeſſion, which fell out quite otherwiſe ; for 
the Earl, incens'd at the barbarons Action, diſinherited him; tho? 
ſome write that the Counteſs murder'd her Son-inlaw. D. Ramon 
Berengaer enjoy'd his Dominions longer than any of his Predeceſſors, 
for he rul'd 41 Years, and at his Death, which hapned in the Year 
1076, divided his Earldom betwixt his two Sons. D. Ramon Be- 


guer, and D, Berenguer Ramon. 8 | 75 
D. Ramon, the 24 of this Name, and 10ch Earl of Barcelona, Sir- 
nam'd Berenguer, and allo Flaxen-head, ſucceeded his Father Ramon 
the Elder, in the aforeſaid Year 1076. He was of the larger Size, 
a Graceful Preſence, a Beautiful and Pleaſant Countenance, Loving 
in his Behaviour, Religious, and of a Generous Spirit, and prov'd 
an Excellent Prince; but his Subjects enjoy'd him not long, for his 
Rule was ſhorter than any of his Predeceſſors. He Marry d Almo- 
dia, the Daughter of Robert Guiſcard, Duke of Meſſina and Apulia; 
by whom he had D. Ramon Arnaldo Berenguer, who ſucceeded him. 
D. Ramon is reckon'd the Principal Sovereign Earl, tho', as was 
ſaid before, his Father divided the Dominions betwixt him and his 
elder Brother D. Berenguer, who being inrag'd to ſee his younger 
Brother prefer'd before him, murder'd him as he was going from 
Barcelona to Girona, near Percha, which is betwixt Oftalric and Gi. 
rona. This was in the year 1082, when he had rul'd but fix Vears; 
his Body was bury'd in the Cathedral of Girona. „ 
D. Ramon, the 4th of this Name, and 11h Earl of Barcelona, 
who had the Additional Names of Arnaldo and Berenguer, Son to 
D. Raman the 3d, ſucceeded him in the Year 1082, and enjoy'd 
it the longeſt of any Earl of Barcelona. When D. Berenguer Ramon 
had murder'd his Brother, D. Ramon the 3d, be preteaded to la- 
ment and grieve very much, thinking by that means to conceal 
his Baſcneſe, and recover the Earldom of Barcelona; but his Wic- 
kedneſs being known, there enſu'd Bloody Wars with bim; and 
the other Party prevailing, his Nephew D. Ramon the 4th remain d 
Earl, and his cruel Unkle Joſt all his Father had left him: Beſides, 
it is reported he was ſtruck dumb and dy'd a Pilgrim at Jeruſa- 
em. D. Ramon prov'd an Excellent Prince, and very Proſperous. 
His Kinſman D. Guillen, or William Jordan, going to the Holy Wars 
with Godfrey of Boullen, and being there kil'd, and his Brother 
Bernard ſoon after dy ing without Iſſue, that Earldom fell to D. Ra. 
ue we now ſpeak of. Beſide ö Archbiſhop of Toledo W 
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by Pope Urben the 24, forbid going into the Holy Land, and com- 
manded to lay out the Expence of that Expedition in rebuilding 
the City Tarragona, utterly deſtroy'd by the Moors, he obey d, and 
having re-eſtabliſh'd that place, tranſlated D. Berenguer Biſhop of 
Vicb to that Archbiſhoprick,and gave the Town to the Earl of Bar- 
celona in the Year 1100. D. Ramon being join'd by Armengol Earl 
of Urgel, and by the Fleets of Genoa and Piſa ſaild over to the 
 14land of Majorca, which he ſubdu'd ; but the AMAoors in the mean 
while laying Siege to Barcelona, he haſted back, and drove them fo 
furiouſly from before the City, that they ſu'd to him for a Truce, 
which was granted, they remaining ſubject to him. In the mean 
while the Genoe/es, having ſold the City of Majorca to the Moor: 
for a Sum of Mony, the Earl and his Caraloni ans were ſo incens d 
at it, that they were ever after mortal Enemies to that State. In 
the Year 1111, D. Bernard Guillen Earl of Beſalu and Cerdagn dying 
without Iſſue, Earl Ramon inherited his Dominicans, as he did ſoon 
after the Earldoms of Provence, and Aymillan in the Right of his 
Wife the Lady Dalcis, ſole Daughter and Heireſs to Gilbert Earl 
of thoſe Countries. Being ſtrengthned and grown great by the Ac- 
cCeſſion of theſe Dominions, he entred France in the Year 1115. with 
| his Forces to make War on the Viſcount Bernard Aro, who had 
ſeiz'd the Earldom of Carcaſſorne, and did Homage for it to the 
Earl of Poitiers, but he ſoon reduc'd him to ſubmit and hold that 
City and Earldom of him. Earl Ramon as has been ſaid, was mar- 
ry'd to the Lady Dulcis, whom ſome Spaniards call 4ldonze, by 
whom he had D. Ramon Berenguer his Succeſſor, who came to be 
Prince of Aragon, his 24 Son was D. Berenguer Ramon, who was 
Earl of Provence, and a Daughter call'd. Zerengaele, or Berengaria, 
marry'd to Monſo the 8th,” K. of Caſtile and Leon. He had alſo two 
other Daughters; one of which. was marry'd to the Earl of Faux. 
It was ſaid aboye that he had the Earldoms of Provence and Aymil- 
lan in right of his Wife, which bred a War betwixt him and the 
Ear] of Tonlouſe for ſome Lands in Provence, and after much 
Conteation, in the Year 1125, they came to an Accommodation, 
in which it was agreed, That all the Lands of Provence, from the 
River Durence to the Iſere, ſhould belong to the Earl of Thoulouze, 
with the Caſtle of Belcaire, the Lands, of Argence and the Caſtle 
of Bolobrege, and all the reſt, with half the City of Avignon, 
add half che Town of Pont. Sage ſhould remain to the Earl of 
Barcelona. And it was further. ſtipulated, That if either Earl 
thould fail of lawful Iſſue, then the other ſhould inherit the other 
part of Provence. Earl Raimund being now grown old, divided his 
Dominions, giving the Earldom of Barcelona with its Dependences 


in the Year 1131, and was bury'd in the Monaſtery of Ripol. 
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to his eldeſt Son D. Ramon Berenguer, and all the Lands of Pro- 


vence to his 24 Son D. Berenguer Ramon This done, and being 


now near his end, he took the Habit of the Order of St. John of 
Feruſalem, when he had Govern'd 48 Years, and dy'd at Barcelona, 

Ramon Berenguer, Or Raimond Berengarius, the 5thand laſt of this 
Name, and 12th Earl of Barcelona, was a ſingular Prince for Pru- 
dence Valour and Generofity,and endu'd with all thoſe rare Qualities 


which make a Sovereign great. He contipu'd and cultivated the 
good Correſpondence he had with his Brother in law, Don Alonſo 


King of Caſtile and Leon, and with Alonſo the firſt of the Name, 
and fourth King of Aragon and Navarre, At this time Gillen 
Ramon, or William Raimund de Moncada, a Man of the firſt Quali- 
ty, was Seneſchal of Catalonia, who for ſome Crimes he commit- 
ted, was forced to fly into Aragon, where D. Ramiro the Monk then 


reign'd: That Kingdom had then ſworn the Infanta Perronila Heireſs 


to the Crown, the Seneſchal propos d to the Aragoni ans to marry 


her to the Earl of Barcelona, which being agreed to by the King 


her Father and the Nobility; the Seneſchal poſted away with the 


News, and meeting the Eatl at Lerida, which he had then newly 


taken, eaſily obfain'd Pardon of all his Offences for this happy 
Negotiation. The Aragon an Ambaſſadors coming ſoon after, the Ar- 
ticles were agreed on; the chief were theſe, That Ramon ſhould ne- 


ver ſtile himſelf King; but Prince of Aragon, and E. of Barcelona ; hut 


his Iſſue by the Infant a, ſhonld be Kings of Aragon. That the Arms - 


of Aragon, ſaid to be Azure, a Croſs Argent, ſhould be always in 
Gules, ſhould remain the Arms of the Kingdom in the Shield, and 


to be born in the other Standards and Colours; but that the Stan- 


dard-Bearer ſhould be an Arageniam. That the Aragonians ſhould 


Articles; and the Infant a Petronila being yet a Child, they were 
only contracted. King Ramiro approving of this Match, he re- 
ſign'd the Kingdom to Earl Ramon that ſame Tear that Lerida was 


the Royal Standard; but thoſe of Catalonia ; being Or, four Bars, 


take St. George for their Patron. Theſe were the moſt eſſential 


taken, which was 1137, Aragon having then been a Kingdom 


1521 Years, and the Earls of Barcelona abſolute Lords of Catalo- 


nia 264. Aragon and Catalonia being thus happily united, as 
ſoon as the Infarita was of Age; the Marriage was cglebra- 
ted with great Magnificence. Earl Ramon being now Prince of 
Aragon, contracted Alliances, and us'd his utmoſt Efforts to gain 


the Kingdom of Navarre, where D. Garcia Ramirez then Reign'd ; 


but neither he nor his Heirs _ ever compaſs it. At this _

the Knights Templars, and thoſe of St. Jobn of Jeruſalem, pre- 


_ tending the Kingdom of Aragon was theirs by Will of King Alon- 


ſo, ſeat over Raimund Maſter of the Hoſpitallers to ſollicite for 
them, who not relying much on their Title, and wanting Power 
to contend, in the Year 1140, agreed with Earl Raimund, That 


in Caſe his Iſſue fail'd, their Right ſhould take place, and in the 


mean while obtain'd large Grants in the Lands already conquer d 

and to be conquer'd, which made thoſe Knights afterwards very 
great in Aragon and Catalonia and Valencia, when reduc'd. After 
this Alonſo King of Caftile and Leon, having overun the Country 
of the Moors, and laid Siege to Almeria, a Sea-port Town in the 
Kingdom of Granada; Count Raimund went with a Fleet of Catalo- 
nians and Genoeſes to his Aſſiſtance, by which means that City was 


ſoon red uc d. The Earl returning home with Honour, to enlarge 


his own Dominions, laid Siege to the City Tortoſa, then in the 


hands of the oor: The Genoeſes aſſiſted him by Sea, and the 


Seneſchal of Catalonia brought a conſiderable Number of brave 
Men. Some Tumults happening at that time in Barcelona, the 
Earl haſted thither to appeaſe them; leaving the Seneſchal to carry 
on the Siege, who did it fo vigorouſly that the place was takeu 
on the laſt day- of the Year 1148, and freſh Succours coming 


to him, he ſoon after made himſelf Maſter of the Caſtle. This 
done, and the City of Lerida being again fallen into the hands 


of the Moors, the Earl laid Siege to and took it in the following 
Year 1149, where he plac'd a Biſhop. The Earl of Urgel not 
ſatisfy'd with what had been done, carry'd on the War agaiuſt the 


. Infidels; from whom he took Algnayra, Albeſa, Almenara, Corbines, 


Algerri, Alcaraz, Tamarit, Litera, and Curiana, but this laſt was 
afterwards retaken by them. Earl Ramon being thus ſucceſsful, 


and an Enemy to Idleneſs, continu'd to act againſt the Moors, and 


took from them Ay:ona, Seros, Mechienza, and all the Lands they 
had betwixt Lerida and Zaragoza. In the Year 1151 D. Bernard 


cord, Archbiſhop of Tarragona, perceiving that his City was ſtill 


| but thialy. inhabited, and might improve if it were under Earl 


Raimund, he reſign'd it up to him, who gave it to one Robert, a 
Man of Quality, with the Title of a Principality. At the ſame 
time Queen Petronila the Earl's Wife was deliver'd of a Son, whom 
they call'd Ramon, or Raimund, which he after the Death of his 
Father, chang'd tor that of Aonſo, and inherited the Crown of 


Aragon, and Principality of Catalonia. She had afcerwards another 


Son call'd D. Sancho, who was Earl of Roxſfillon and Cerdagn, and two 
Daughters of which the Ifanta Aldonza was afterwards marry'd 


to D. Sancho the firſt of the Name, and 24 King of Portugal, and 
the other was Wife to Ermengaud Earl of Urgel. After the Birtn

of the Prince, his Father took from the Aeors the Caſtle of A. 
rave:, and all other places on the River Ebro from Zaragoza to Tor. 

Having after this ſettled his Nephew ia the quiet Poſſeſſion 
of his Dominions in Provence, he went to Rome, and dy'd in the Bo- 
rough of St. Dalmatius near Turin. in the Year 1162, when he had 
been E. of Barcelona 31 Years, and 25 Prince and Lord of Aragon;

D. Pedro, or Peter the 24 of the Name, 7th King of Aragon,

- aforeſaid Year 1196, and had the Title of the Catholick, becauſe 
he was always very ſubmiſſive to the Church, and a great Bene- 


factor to the Churches and Monaſteries, among which he built 
that of Eſcarpe, of the Ciſtercians, on the Banks of the River Cin- 
ca, not far from Lerida. His firſt Wife was Niece to the Earl of 
Falalquer,by whom he had one Son, but both Mother and Child dy'd 
and therefore he took to his 24 Wife, Mary Princeſs of Monty 
pellier, Daughter to William Earl of Mampellier, who prov'd a very 
Holy Princeſs, but not being handſome, the King for ſome Years 
did not live with her, and went ta Rome to procure a Divorce, 
which he could not obtain of Pope Innocent the Third, then fitting 
in the Papal Chair, who nevertheleſs Crown'd him in the Church 
of St. Pancratiu, with a Crown of Unleaven'd Bread, and ſet 
with Pearls and Precious Stones.

Simon of Montfort, who bred him up, and would now have detain'd 
him, but releas'd bim ia Obedience to Pope Innocent the 3d, and 
he was proclaim'd King at Mouzon, and his Subjects ſwore Fide-- 
lity to him at Lerida. D. Nunno Sanchez, Earl of Rouſſillon, the 
King's Uncle, was appointed Protector, during his Minority, who 
uſurp'd. ſo. much of the Power, that the King when he came to 
age was forc'd to marry Ellenor the Daughter of Alonſo the ↄth 
King of Caſtiſe, to obtain his Aſſiſtance for reducing of the Rebels, 
which. by that means he happily compaſs'd, and remain'd quietly 
poſſeſs'd, of his Sovereignty. In the Year 1218, he founded the. 
Religious Order of the Mercenarians, for the Redemption of Cap» 
tives, and preſently after  oblig'd Zeit Abenzeit, the Mooriſh King 
of Valencia, to-become Tributary to him. In 1227, he ſail'd over

his Mediation, this King in the year 1295, Marry'd Blanch the 
Daughter of Charles King of Sicily, and for a great Sum of Mony 
reſign'd bis Title to the Kingdom of Sicily, to him; but the S:cilians 
being averſe to the French,ſet up his Brother Frederick for their King; 
and maintain'd bim in the Throne. To promote Learning, in the 
| year 1300 the King erected an Univerſity at Lerida, which was the 
firſt in his Dominions, and endow'd it very conſiderally. This 
King had two Wives; the firſt was Elizabeth, Daughter to Sancho 
the 4th King of Caſtile, but ſhe being then under Ape, and they 
too near a Kin, the Marriage was diſſolv'd before Conſummation; the 
2d was Blanch, Daughter to Charles II. King of Naples, above men- 
tion'd, by whom he had D. Jayme, who became a Knight of S. John 
of Jeruſalem, and afterwards Maſter of the Knights of XMonteſa ; 
Alonſo, who inherited the Crown; Peter Earl of ampurias; Raimund, 
Earl of Prades and Ribagorza, John, Archbiſhop of Toledo, Conſtance 
Marryed to D. John Manuel, a great Lord in Caftile, Mary Wife 
to Peter, the Son of King Sancho the 4th of caſtile; Blauch Ab- 
beſs of the Monaſtery of S:xena; Violante Marry'd to the Prince of 
Tarentum ; and Elizabeth Wife to Frederick Duke of Auſtria. In 
this Kings time the Noble Military order of the Knights Tem- 
plers was ſuppreſs d by Pope Clement, and a great part of their 
Wealth in the Dominions of Aragon given to the Knights of S. ohn, 
on the reſide, he inſtituted a new order of Knights call'd of Mon- 
teſa, which is now extinct. In the Year 1319 the King held the 
Corres at Tarragona, in which the Kingdoms of Aragon and Valencia 
and Principality of Catalonia were inſeparably united, never more 
to be 
_ reigned 36 Years, 4 Months, and 15 Days, in Aragon, at 66 Years 
of Age, and was bury'd in the Monaſtery of Santas Cruxes, or holy 
Croſſes in the ſaid City. His Succeſſor was his Son. he 
Den Alonſo, the 4th of that Name 12th King of Aragon, and 19th 
Earl of Barcelona, his Elder Brother D. 7ayme, or Fames having 
reſign'd his right to the Crown, as was ſaid above. He was calld 
the Merciful for his extraordinary Clemency, and good Nature, 
and had before he came to the Crown ſubdu'd the Iſland of Sardinia. 
By his two Wives Tereſa, Heireſs of the Earldom of Urgel and 
Elenor Iafanta of Caſtile he had a numerous iſſue, yet reign'd but 8

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"fo formal and dilatory in all his Actions, that it prov'd very diſ- 
advantagious to his Affairs. This Kings Mother-ia-Law Elener 
of Caſtile, had during his Fathers Life praQis'd againſt his Life, that 
her own Sons might ſucceed, for which he took ſevere Revenge 
on her and all her party, after his Acceſſion to the Crown, whence 
enſu'd bloody Wars betwixt him and King Peter of Caſtile, who 
was Brother to the ſaid Queen. Thoſe Wars do not directly be- 
long to this ſhort Acceunt, intended only for the Principality of 
Catalonia, and its brevity will not admit of what does not peculi- 
arly belong to it. King Peter had ſeveral Wives, the firſt was 
Mary Infanta of Navarre, and Daughter to Philip, King of Navarre, 
by whom he had 3 Daughters, one Counteſs of Ampurias, another 
Queen of S:cily, and a Third dy'd Young. The II. was Elenor 
Infanta of Portuga!, who left no iſſue. - The III. Elenor, Daughter 
to Frederick, King of Sicily, by whom he had Prince ahn his Suc- 
ceſſor, and at his birth Created Duke of Girona, being the firſt 
who had this Title, which was continu'd in the Heirs of the 
Crown; Prince Martin, Duke of Aenblamc, aud firſt Conſtable 
of Aragon, and ſucceeded his Brother, and Elenor, Wife to King 
Fobn of Caſtile, who by her had Ferdinand, afterwards King of 
Aragon, When King Peter was grown old and doted, he Marry'd 
Silla, a Widow of mean Birth, and had by her Elizabeth 
Wife to Don Jayme, ames Earl of Urgel. In the Cortes 
held at Perpignan, Ag. 1350 be ordain'd, that whereas the date of 
all publick Writiags had for 160 Years paſt; been from the Year 
of the Incarnation of our Saviour, for the future it ſhould be 
from his Birth, the difference being but Nine Months. This King 
in his dotage, was wholly govern'd by bis Wife, Queed Sibilla, who 
manag'd all things as ſhe pleas'd. He 7 51 Tears wanting 
19 days aad dy'd at Barcelona at 72 Years of Age, An, 1387, being 
bury'd in the Cathedral of that City, and thence tranſlated to\ghe 
Royal Monaſtery of Poblete. His Son vs 
D. John, the firſt of the Name, XIV. King of Argen and 21th 
Earl of Barcelona, ſucceeded- him, He Marry'd Aattbea, the 
Daughter of James, Earl of Armagnac, and had by her only one 
Daughter call'd Joanna, Marry'd to Mathew, Earl of Faux and 
Bearn. His 2d Wife was Violante Daughter to the Duke of Bar, 
who bore him a Son who dy'd Young, and a Daughter Yiolante, 
Wife to Lews Duke of Anjou. Theſe were all the Children he had, 
as for himſelf be was very generous, a good Muſician, more in clin'd 
to Peace and Quietneſs than to War, which gave his Subjects Cou- 
rage to Rebel, as they did in the Year 1391, mutinying on pre- 
tence of ſuppreſſing the Allemblies of the Fews, throughout all his 
Dominions, except the Cicy Zaragoza. which forbore ia reipet to 
-his Perſon, however he ſoon reduc'd them, and puniſh'd the Heads 
of the Mut iniers oa the Coatiaent, whence he went over to Majorca

3 Months, and 13 days, An. 1396, and was bury'd in the Cathedral 
of Barcelona, whence his Succeſſor tranſlated him to the Royal 
Monaſtery of Poblete.

D. Martin, Brother to King John, who dy'd without iſſue Male, 
as was ſeen above, ſucceeded in all his Dominions, and was 15th 
King of Aragon, and 22th Earl of Barcelona, Being ia Sicily when 
his Brother dy'd, he came by Sea to Marſeilles, whence he went 
to Avignon, to Salute the Antipope Benedict, before call'd Cardinal 
Peter de Luna, elected by the Schiſmaticks, and then arriving at 
Zaragoza, was there in the Church of S. Saviour receiv'd as King, 
in the Year 1392, two years after his Brothers Death. His firſt Wife 
was Mary de Luna, Heireſs to the Earl of Luna, by whom he had 
his only Son Martin, who dy'd before him. This Qneen dying 
in 1407, he Marry'd Margaret Daughter to the Earl of Prades, 
who brought him no Children. At the beginning of his Reign, 
he had War with Matthew Earl of Faux, who claim'd the Crown of 
Aragon in Right of his Wife, the Daugbter of King John, but 

- prov'd unſucceſsful. The King's only Son Martin, King of 71 
dyd in that Iſland in the Year 1409, which was fo great an Af- 
fliction to the Father, as having no other Son, that he liv'd but 
a ſhort time after, and full of Sorrow and Anguiſh of Mind, and 
dy'd of the Plague in the Monaſtery of Valdonxellas near Barcelona, 
in the Year 1410, when he had Reign'd 14 Years, and 12 days, 
and was bury'd in the Cathedral of Barcelona, whence his Body 
was tranſlated to the Royal Monaſtery of Poblete. $7 

King Martin dying without iſſue, the Dominions of Aragon, . 
Catalonia, Valencia, Sicily and their dependances were left in great - 
 Confufion, there being many pretenders to them, which was the 
Cauſe of much Strife and Faction. The principal pretenders were 

Ferdinand Infante of Caſtile, Son to King John the firſt of Caſtile, 
by his Wife Queen Elenor, the Daughter to King Peter, the 4th 
of Aragon, The next was Lewis Duke of Anjou, who claim'd in 
Right of his Wife Violante the Daughter of King John of Aragon. 
The 3d Mathew, Earl of Faux, as husband to. Joanna, ads. 2 | 
Daughter to the ſaid King Joby. The 4th D. Fayme, Earl of Urgel, 
aſpir'd to it as Hnsband to Elizabeth, the Daughter of King Perer 
of Aragon, by his laſt Wife Sibi. D. Frederick Earl of Luna Baſtard 

Son to Martin K. of Sicily afpir'd to the Crown among the Reſt, and 

ſo did O. Alonſo D. of Gandia. K. Martin ſeeing ſo many pretenders 

nam'd no Succeſſor ig his Will, oy order'd that he Who had 531 ve 
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Title ſhould ſucceed, and yet durivg his Life-time had wid bie 
endeavors that the Crown might deſceng to his Baſtard Grandſon 


above mention'd Frederick, Earl of Lune. After many Troubles and 
diſorders the Nobility agreed, that there ſhouſd be nine Arbitrators 
appointed, 3 by the States of Aragon, 3 by thoſe of Catalonia and 
3 by thoſe of Valencia, to whom it ſhould be left to decide who 
ſhould bave the Crown, and all to ſubmit to their Determination. 
Theſe Nine after long Formalities and Debates unanimouſly gave 
it for Prince Ferdinand of Caſtile, tho? in reality he had leſs 
Right than the Duke of Anjou and Earls of Faux and Urgel, he. 
being the Son of a Daughter of King Peter, and' thoſe the Hus- 
bands of the Daughters of King John, who was the Son of the 


aid King Peter, and therefore the Right to the Crown could not 


legally be transferr'd from King John to his Siſter and her Heirs, 
when the ſaid King had Daughters of his own. However it was

Ban Ferdinand, the firſt of the name, was receiv'd as 16th King 
of Aragon, and 23th Earl of Barcelona, at Zaragora, in the Year 


- 1412. He had much oppoſition from D. Jayme, or James, Earl of 


Degel, but at laſt ſubdu'd him.

| Naples with a Cannon-ball; Mary, Wife to King Jobn the 2d of 


Caſtile; and Elenor, Wife to Edward, King of Portugal. When 
King Ferdinand had reduc'd the Earl of Urgel, he was ſolemnly 
Crown'd and Anointed at Zaragoza by the Arch-biſhops of Tarra- 
gona, He had always own'd the pretended Pope Benedict, above- 

mention'd, but that Antipope refuſing in compliance to the Gene- 
ral Council aſſembled at Conſtance, for putting an end to the Schiſm 
in the Church, to renounce the Papacy as his two Competitors had 


done, he caſt off all obedience to him, and tho*then in a weak 


Condition, ſet ont toward Caſtile to perſwade that King to diſown 
him, but coming to the Town of Iualada, in Caſtile, he there 
dyd, when he had Reign'd but 3 Years, 9 Months, and 28 days, 
at the Age of 36, and 1a the Year 1416, and was bury'd in the 


Royal Monaſtery of Peblere. His Son 


H. Alonſo. the 5th of the Name, 17th King of Aragon, and: 24th 
Earl of Barcelona, ſucceeded him, and had the Title of the Mag-

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Duke of Anjou, invading the Kingdom of Naples, Queen 7oamne, 
who then Reign'd there, implor'd the Afiſtance of King Aonſo, 
promiſing to adopt him for her Son and Heir, which ſhe Solemaly 
did, he going over with bis Army to that purpoſe, but the King 
and Queen ſoon falling at Variance, he forc'd her to fly to Aver/a, 
remaioing himſelf poſſeſs'd of the City of Naples. At Averſa, 
he recall'd his Adoption, and in his place ſubſtituted her former 
Enemy Lewis Duke of Anjou. King A onſo, being forc'd to return 
to Aragon, the Qneen and Duke ſoon recover'd the City of Naples 
and all other places he had poſſeſs'd bimſelf of. About this 


time Prince John, Brother to King Aonſo, Marry'd Blanch, the 


Heireſs of the Crown of Navarre, and her Father King Charles dy- 
ing, they both took poſſeſſion of that Kingdom, in the Year 1425 
Joanna Queen of Naples dying without iſſue in 1435, that King 

of Anjon, and 


the other that of Aragon. This King going over with his Brother 


King John of Navarre, and his other Brother Prince Henry, they 
were met by the Genoe/e Fleet, and after a bloody fight all-of them 
taken, with abundance of other Perſons of Note and great Trea- 


ſure. The Genoeſes deliver'd'up their Priſoners to Philip, Duke of 


Milan, whoſe Subjects they were, and he after entertaining them 
Magnificently ſet them at Libertywithout any Ranſome, at which the 


Grnoeſes, were ſo highly offended, that they caſt off their Obedi-_ 


ence to him. King Alonſo haſted to Naples, where the War con- 
tinu'd long very bloody, but at laſt he made himſelf Maſter of 
that Kingdom, which he afterwards left to his Baſtard Son Fer- 


dinand. Philip, Duke of Milan, dying in the Year 1446, without 


Heirs, left his Dukedom by will to King Alonſo, but nevertheleſs 
Francs Sforcia, who had Marry'd Duke Philip's Baſtard Daugh- 


ter, poſſeſs'd himſelf of that Dukedom and enjoy'd it. King A- - 


lonſo continu'd all the reſt of his days in ah, bis Wife Queen 
Mary Governing Aragon, and ſending him continual Supplies, 
which very much exhauſted his Dominions in Spain. He was of 


a middle Stature, well ſhap'd, had ſharp Eyes, a+ Hauk-noſe, his 
Hair down but to his Ears, his Complexioa indifferent, diſcreer - 


and ſhort in his words, gracious to all Men, very devout, Gene- 


rous, Sober, and plain in his Apparel, a great Gatherer of Jewels, 


and a lover of Tilting, brave towards his Enemy, merciful to - 


the conquer'd, and a great admirer of Noble Structures. He 
Reign'd 42 Years, one Month, and 24 days, and dy'd of a Fever 


at Naples, in the Year 1458, at the Age of 75 where he lies bu- = 


ry'd in the Monaſtery of the Dominicans. 
D. John, the 2d of the Name, who, as has been ſaid, was King 


of Navarre, ſucceeded his Brother Alonſo, who left no lawful Iſſue, : 
in the Dominions of Spain and Siciſy, being the 18th King-of Aragon; 


a 
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nnd 25th Earl of Barcelona. He had Reign d in Navarre 33 Years, 
wanting two Months and 21 Days, when he inherited the Crowns 
of Aragon and Sicily, and his firſt Wife Blanch, in whoſe Right he 
held {oF was dead, but had left him a Son call'd Charles, 
Prince of Viana, who dy'd before his Father; he had alſo Blarch, 
marry'd to King Henry the 4th of Caſtile, who had no Iſſue; and 
Eltenor, Wife to Gaſton, Earl of Faux, and Heireſs to the Crown 
of Navarre. King John being a Widower, marry'd the Lady 
Joanna Henriquez,, by whom he had Prince Ferdinand, who ſucceed- 
ed him in the Kingdoms of Aragon and Sicily, and came to be King 
of Caſiile in right of his Wife. Prince Charles was of a turbulent 
Spirit, and rais'd Wars and Commotions againſt his Father, who 
having pardon'd bim once at Barce/ona, preſently diſcover'd his 
wicked Practices againſt him again at Lerida, where he apprehend- 
ed and ſent him away Prifoner to Zaragoza. The Catalonians laid 
hold of this Opportunity to rebel, and having ſeat two inſo- 
leat. Meſſages to the King to demand the Prince's Liberty; upon 
his Refuſal, they. reſolv'd to murder him, and had done it ac- 
cordingly, but that he having notice of it, fled to Frage at Midnight; 
wWhither they purſa'd him, and he was again forc'd to make his 
Eſcape to Zaragoza. Being thus diſappointed, they broke out into 
open Rebellion, joyning with the K. of Caſtile and other Rebels like 
themſclves in Navarre and Aragon. In fine,” the Troubles rais'd 
on his account were ſo great, that the King was oblig d to ſet 
him at Liberty, and deliver him to the Catalomian Rebels, who 
made great Rejoycings for his Delivery; but their Jo; was mort: 
for Prince Charles never had his health after he came out of his 
Confinement, but linger d away and dy'd in a ſmall time, which 
gave occaſion to ill People, as generally they do, to give out 
that he was poiſon d. After his Death the Cata/orians, took the 
-uſual Oath to Prince Ferdinand, the King's 2d Son, as immediate 
Heir to his Dominions, but the Spirit of Rebellion which began to 
reigu among them, ſuffer'd them not to be long Quiet; for there 
were Publick Commotions and Mutinies in Ronſſillon, Ampurdan, 
and ſeveral other Parts of the Principality; and at laſt the Earl 
of Pallars headed the Rebels, giving ont, That Prince Char/es's Ghoſt 
complain d at Night about the Streets of Barcelona, that he was 
murder d by goanανν,¹iis Mother - in- law.]. To diſpel theſe Troubles 
the Queen went to Girona, where the Earl of Pallars beſieg'd her 
and Prince Ferdinand. forcing them to fly to the Tower of the 
Cathedral for their Safety; the Earl entring the Town, and at- 
tacking the Church, whence be was repuls'd and beaten out of 
the Town with great loſs. la the mean while the King had pawn'd 
the Earldoms of Kouſſilon and Cerdagn to King Lewis of France, 
for .390000 Crowns in Gold; for which Sum he ſeat Forces into 
Es , .

fairs. The People of Barcelona, in the mean while bad declar'd 
their Sovereiga King John a Publick Euemy, and put themſelves 
under the Protection of King Henry of Caſtile, owning him as 
their Prince; and alledging King Jehn and his Father Ferdinand 
were Uſurpers, as indeed they were no better: but theſe People 
found out this Flaw out of Malice rather than Loyalty. King 70h. 
laid Siege to Lerida, but left it to relieve Mir alcampo, inveſted by 
the Rebels; which having done, he ſate dowa before the Town. 
of Caſteldas, and having oblig'd the Gariſoa to ſurrender upon 
Diſcretion, put to Death the Governour and others of the Prin- 
cipal Offenders. In the Year 1462, King Joh having join'd the 
Forces under his Queen and his Son- in- law the Earl of Fox, laid 
Siege to Barcelova, but was forc'd to raiſe it after 20 days. Then - 
falling ſuddenly on Villafrauca, be took it by force; and becauſe 
2 French Captains had been kilYd in the Aſſault, put to the Sword 
420 of the Inhabitants, which ſtruck ſuch a Terror, that man 
other Places ſubmitted. Next be laid Siege to Tarragona, and tho 
it was obſtinately defended, and the Catalonian Fleet endeavour'd 
the Relief, he forc'd it to ſurrender ; which done, he return'd to 
Balaguer. The following Year 1463, by the Mediation of France, 
a Peace was concluded betwixt Cafe and Aragon; in purſuance to 
which the Caſtilian withdrew all the Forces he had ſent to the Aſ- 
ſiſtance of the Canan, who thereupon choſe Peter, Grandion - 
to King John of Portugal for their King, and bringing him over 
from Ceuta, where he then was, proclaim'd bim King of Aragon | 
and Earl of Barcelona. This done, he march'd out with all the © 
Forces he could gather, thinking to relieve Cervere, then beſieg d 
King John, who ſent Prince Ferdinand, his eldeſt Son againſt * 
him, with part of his Forces. The Prince met the Uſurper near 
A place call'd cf, where he routed him. The Portugueze fled - 
to Ampurdan, and having gather'd freſh Troops, and done what 
harm he could about the Country, was again defeated in the Year, .. 
1465, near the Town of Poblin; whereupon many places ſub- 
mitted themſelves to the King and were pardon'd ; ſeveral other 
Places he took by force. After which he laid Siege to the City Tor- 
teſa, and the pretended King Peter, who was coming to the Re- 
lief of it happening then to die, the Place ſubmitted upon good © , 
Conditions. Upon the Death of the imaginary King Peter, the - 
City of Barcelona was full of Diviſions; - ſome being for erecting | 
a Republick, and the wiſer ſort for ſubmitting to their King, but : 
at laſt neither took effect; for they elected Renee, Lord of Mar- 
elles for their King, who ſent his Son Lewis Duke of Avjou . 
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the Pyrenean Mountains with an Army. The Duke laid Siege to 
Girona, which he was forc'd to raiſe, Prince Ferdinand coming to 
the Relief of it; but being ſoon after reinforc'd, he came to a Bat- 
tle near Demot, where he routed the Prince; however King 
John coming thither ſuddenly in Perſon, the Duke withdrew his 
Forces to Perpignan, and went away himſelf into France for freſh - 
Supplies. He return'd in 1468, with 10000 Men, and ſur priſing King 

Juobn at the Siege of Peralada defeated him, then took the City 
Girona, and going thence to Barcelona dy*d there of a Fever. Thus 
ended the 24 of the pretended Kings ſet up by the Rebels, upon 
whoſe Death the French return'd into Fance, which ſo diſcourag'd 
the Catalonians, that many Towns, and abundance of Perſons of 
Note ſubmitted themſelves to their King upon promiſe of Pardon. 
Prince Alonfo, the King's Son was ſent towards Barcelona, where 
he waſted all the Country about, and 5000 Men ſallying out, 
were by him routed, and many kilyd King John coming ſoon af- 
ter with more Forces, the City was ſo ſtreightned, that the Inhabi- 
-tants were forc'd to ſubmit themſelves to the King's Mercy, who 
forgave them all, and reſtor'd their -Charter. This was in the 
Tear 1471. and put an end to that bloody Rebellion, which had 
laſted 10 Years. After this King John had Wars with Fance, 
'which do not belong to this account; and therefore- are paſs'd by, 
as are other Actions of his, which all rais d him in the efteem of 
the World, at length having liv'd to be 81 Years and 6 Months 
old, and reign'd in Aragon 20 Years, 6 Months and 9 Days, he 
-dy'd at Barcelona in the Year 1479, and was the laſt King of Ara- 
gen, bury'd inthe Monaſtery of Pobjere. e. 
© Ferdinand the 2d of the Name, ſtil'd the Catholick King, and 
Son to King John laſt ſpoken of, ſucceeded his Father in all his Do- 
minions, except Navarre, ' which went to the Heireſs by that 
Kiag's firſt- Wife, and was the 19th King of Aragon, and 26: 
'Earl of Barcelon a, having already Reign'd four Years in Caſtile, in 
the pretended Right of his Wife 7/abe/, or Elizabeth, who uſurp'd 
that Crown from her Brother's Daughter. Thus was this Ferdi- 
.nand ſole Monarch of all Spain, except the little Kingdoms of Na. 
varre, and that of Granada, both which he afterwards conquer'd, 
and was the firſt Monarch ot all thoſe Dominions ſince the Gothick 
Kings before the Invaſion of the Moors. Nor did this King's good 
For tuue ſtop here; for he wreſted the Kingdom of MNapies from 
* the French, which has ever liace continu'd aagex'd to the Crowa 
of Spain. Beſides, in his Days happened the firſt Diſcovery of the 
Meſt. Indies, which fince have added ſuch a vaſt Extent of Domioi- 
ho 'ons, and ſuch inexhauſted Treaſures to the Monarchy of Spain. 
= | Ja his time there hapaed no conſiderable Revolution iu the Princi-

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Traravility ; and therefore we ſhall not ſay any more of Ws Reign, 
His Wife,” as hos been ſaid, was Jabel, or rather Elizabeth, ” 
whom he had the Crown of Cafti/e; but he left no Iſſue Male: 
ſo that all his great Dominions at his Death, fell to his Daughter 
Joanna, marry*d to Philip the Fair, Archduke of Auſtria, and Son 
to Maximilian the Emperor. Elizabeth, the Proprietrix of caſtile, 
dying before her Husband ; Philip, who, as has been ſaid, marry'd 
her Daughter Joanna, took Poſſeſſion of that Kingdom, but dy'd 
before his Father- in- law Ferdinand; and therefore never enjoy'd 
the Crown uf Aragon, which at the Death of Ferdinand devoly'd to 
his Daughter Joanna, but ſhe being diſtracted, her Son Charles was 
receiv'd as King, as we ſhall ſee in the enſuing Chapter. King 
Ferdinand dy'd in the Year 1516. at 72 Years of Age, when he 
had Reign'd in Aragon 37 Years and 4 Days. 5 
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Of the Kings of Spain who have been Earls of 
Barcelona, and Princes of Catalonia, ſince the 
whole Monarchy of Spain was united under one 


Head, tothis preſent time. 


HARLES, who was afterwards the 5th of the Name, Emperor, 
\_ and firſt of it King of Spain, was the Son of Philip, the Fair, 
Archduke of Auſtria, by Joanna, the Daughter and Heireſs of Fer- 
dinand and Elizabeth, King and Queen of Spain, and born at Gant 
in Flanders, in the Year 1500. In 1505, Queen 7ſabel or Elizabeth 
dying, Philip and Joanna were proclaim'd King and Queen of 


| Caſtile ; but Philip dying the next Year, had but a ſhort time to 


enjoy his Crown. King Ferdinand living till the Year 1516, held 
his own Kingdom of Aragon, and govern'd that of Caſtile for his 
Daughter Joanna, who was diſtracted. Upon his Death, which 
happen'd the ſame Year Prince Charles came into Spain, and his 
Mother being altogether incapable of Government, in the Year 
1517, was Proclaim'd and own'd King of Caſtile,as he was ſoon af. 
ter in Aragon, tho' not without oppoſition, which however was 
ſoon over. At the beginning of the Year 1519, the King was 
m Barcelona, where he OY, the News of his being elected 


Emperor, 
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Emperor, in the place of his Grandfather Maximilian deceas'd. 


The Catalonians at firſt refus'd to acknowledge King Charles, whilſt 


his Mother liv'd, reflecting on the Caſtilians and Aragoni ans for hav- 
ing done it; but at laſt comply'd and took their Oath to him as 
their 27th Earl; yet their Cortes or Parliament, was very mutinous 
and troubleſome to him. Having ſettled Affairs in Catalonia, the 
King went away through Caſtile to Corunna, and thence by Sea to 
the Low Countries to receive the Imperial Crown in Germany. 
During his Abſence, there was a dangerous Rebellion of the 
Commons in Caſtile, which however was ſuppreſs'd by the Nobi- 
lity and Gentry. The Kingdom of Valencia revolted at the ſame 
time, and ſuffer'd much before it was reduc'd; but Cataloma, tho 
the Rebels held ſome Correſpondence there, continu d in its Duty, 
and had no hand in theſe Troubles. The great Actions of this 
mighty Monarch have employ'd ſeveral able Pens, and particu- 
larly that of D. Prudencio de Sandoval, Biſhop of Pamplona; of which 
we have an Exgliſb Abrigment; to which the Reader may have 
recourſe; this account being confin'd to what particularly con- 
cerns Catalonia, which Principality having continu'd peaceable, 
during the Reign of King Charles, affords little matter for this 


' Treatiſe. The Kings only Wife was Elizabeth, Siſter to the King 


of Portugal, to whom he was marry'd ai Sevil, on the 11th of 
March 1526, and had by her Philip, his Succeſſor. Mary, mar- 
ry'd to the Emperor Maximilian the 2d, and Joanna, Wife to 
Prince John of Portugal. In the Year 1556, this mighty Emperor, 


who had ſpread the Fame of his Actions throughout the World, 


growing weary of its Toils, and reſolving to devote the Remain- 
der of his days to ſecure a future State, voluntarily reſign'd all his 
Dominions, the Empire to his Brother Ferdinand, and the Crown 
of Spain to his Son Philiy- This done, he paſ d out of the Low 


Countries by Sea into Spain, where he retir'd to the Monaſtery of 


Juſte, of the Order of St. Jerome, with only a few Servants, re- 
ſerving for his and their Maintenance, only 12000 Ducats a Year, 
of all kis vaſt Revenues. Here he liv'd two Years an humble and 


' devout Life, and made a godly end on the 21/t of September 1558. 


His Body was bury'd in the Church of that Monaſtery, where it 
lay till remov'd to the Eſcurial, by his Great Grandſon King Philip 
the Fourth of Spain. ont. e : 

Philip II. of the Name, King of Spain, and 28th Earl of Barce- 


Jona, aſcended the Throne, by the voluntary Reſignation of his Fa- 


ther, as was ſaid above, in the Year 1556, or rather the latter end 
of the foregoing Year. At hisfirſt Acceſſion to the Crown he con- 


cluded a Truce with France for 5 Years, but it prov'd of no effect, 
for the very next Year the War broke out berwixt them again, afid 
| EE Es the 


+ as 

the French coming to relieve S. Quintin, beſieg'd by the Forces of 
Spain under the Command of Prince of Philibert of Savoy, receiv'd 
a great overthrow; after which the Town was ſoon taken by King 
Philip himſelf, who came to the Siege after the Battle. The Spa- 
niſh Arms were ro leſs Succeſsful in a, where the Duke 
of Alva, overrun all the Patrimony of S. Peter, and oblig'd the 
Pope to accept of a Peace. Whilſt theſe Succeſſes hapned abroad 
Spain felt the diſmal effects of Famine firſt, and ia the Year 1558 
a Plague, which ſpread through moſt part of the-Country, cauſing 
a great Mortality, which ceas'd not altogether, for ſome time at- 
ter. The French being again defeated at Graveling in the Low- 
Countries, their King gave ear to a Peace with King Philip, 
which was concluded in 1558, the ſaid Phil, who had before been 
Marry'd to Mary Queen of England deceas'd, now taking to Wife 
Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter to Henry II. King of France, which Mar- 
r}age was conſummated at Guddalajara, and afterwards ſolemniz d 


at Toledo. In the Year 1566, the Rebellion broke out in the Low- 


Countries, Margaret, Dutcheſs of Parma, the Kings Baſtard Si- 
ſter being then Governeſs, which grew to ſuch a Head that the 
King could never quel it, but left it intail'd upon his Son, and Suc- 
ceſſor. This ſame Year King Philip caus'd his Son Prince Charles 
to be put to death in Priſon, upon ſome jealouſie conceiv'd that he 
had a Kindneſs for the Queen his Mother-in-Law, and aim'd at the 
Crown before his time. An.-1571; hapned the Famous Battle of 
| Lepanto, where the Confederate Fleet of the Pope, Spain and the 
Venetians, overthrew the Turks taking or ſinking 200 of their 
Galleys, Killing 25000 Men, and delivering 150co Chriſtian Cap- 
tives. The old King of Portugal, Henry the Cardinal dy ing in 1580, 


and no Iſſue Male of that Family remaining, King Philip in the _ 


Right of his Mother, entred- that Kingdom and poſſeſs'd himſelf 
of it, by which he became ſole Monarch of all Spain, and of all 
the Dominions of Portugal in the Eaſt- Indies, and the greateſt Mo- 
narch in the Univerſe. The Cortes for the Kingdom of Aragon 
were held at Monxon in 1585, where Prince Philip, the Kings Son 
Was Sworn Heir tothe Crown. The Year 1588 is Famous for the 
great Spaniſh Navy, under the Command of the Duke of Medina 
Sedonia, ſent againſt England, moſt of which periſh'd by Storms in 
the Narrow Seas. King Philip not content with his vaſt Domi- 
nions, aſpir'd to the Crown of Fance, in hopes that Henry of Navarre 
would not be admitted to it becauſe he was a Proteſtant, however 
that King ſubdu'd all his Enemies, and diſappointed the Practices 
of this Ambitious Monarch. Catalonia afforded nothing worth 

relating under this Prince, the principal Actions of his Life 
| have here been briefly ſumm'd up to continue the Courſe of 
the Hiſtory, for what is to low in the enſuing Reigns. 1 
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liv'd 71 Years, whereof he Reign'd 42, and dy'd at the Eſcurial 
on the 13th of September 1598. He had four Wives, the firſt 
Mary, Daughter to King John the 4th of Portugal, the 2d Mary, 
Queen of England, Daughter to King Hemy the Sth; the 3d 
Elizabeth, Daughter to Henry the 2d King of Fraxce, and the 4th 
Ann, Daughter to the Emperor Maximilian the 2d. The firſt of 
them was Mother to Prince Charles, put to death by his Father, as 
has been ſaid above. The 2d had no iſſue. The zd had only Eliz. 
Clare Eugenia, Wife to the Archduke Albertus, who had no Chil- 
dren. The fourth bore him Philip his Succeſſor, Ferdinand, Charles, 
James and Mary, who all dy'd Young. - | | 
Philip III. of the Name, King of Spain, and 28th Earl of Bar- 
celona, was the firſt King who at his Acceſſion to the Crown, 
was poſſeſſed of all the Dominions of Spain. Before his Fa- 
ther's Death, a Match was concluded for him with Margaret, Daugh- 
ter to Charles, Archduke of Auſtria. She now coming through 
. raly, the Pope at Ferrara perform'd the Marriage Ceremonies, 
in the abſence of the King, and paſling by Sea, ſhe Landed in 


Catalonia at Alfaques de Tortoſa, whence being conducted to Ya- 


lencia, the Marriage was there conſummated. The King and 
Queen went theace to Barcelona, and ſo to Madrid This 
Prince being very Religions, and of a Mild diſpoſitioa always en- 
deavour'd to preſerve Peace both at Home and Abroad, which 
has made his Reign the leſs remarkable in Hiſtory, but the more 
fortunate to his Subjects, who ſuffer'd not the Calamities of War, nor 
the heavy Oppreſſion of Taxes. All his Dominions in Spain enjoy'd 
perfect Tranquility, but in the Low Countries the War continu'd 
with the Rebels for ſome Vears, till in 1609. a Truce was alſo con- 
cluded there, and ratify'd by tie King, which though not well 
obſerv'd, gave ſome Reſpite to thoſe Countries ſo long Labouring 
under the Calamicy of inteſtine Broils. In 1610. King Henry IV. 
of France was inhumanly Murder'd by the Villain Francis Ravilliac. 
This fame Year the Spaniards by intelligence they held with Muley 
Xeque, a Moor in great Power, were put into Poſſeſſion of the ſtrong 
. Caſtle of Alarache, an important place in Africk on the Ocean. 
At a little diſtance from it is a ſmall Creek, and a River call'd 
Mamora, which was a Neſt of Pirates, and therefore four Years 
after this, the Spaniſh Fleet commanded by D. Lewis Faxarda, entred 
this place, and built a good Fort upon it, notwithſtanding the Op- 
poſition made by the lafidels, where a good Garriſon was left. 
At the fame time the King undertook that which none of his Pre- 
deceſſors, though they wiſh'd it, durſt attempt, which was the Ex- 
pulſion of the ori/coes, Theſe people were deſcended from the 
Moors, and under the Colour of Converts, continu'd ſtill Rank 
Mahometens, in their Hearts committing many Sacrileges under 
5 „ | _ pretended 
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pretended ſhow of Zeal and Devotion, as the Fews, who live con- 
ceal'd, do at this day. Beſides they kept Correſpondence in Tur- 

| key and Barbary, to ſtir up thoſe people to invade Spain again. 
They had often been convicted of theſe and other dangerous Pra- 
&ices, and therefore the King to be rid of them at once, by Pro- 
clamation commanded them all, without exception, to depart his 
Dominions by a day Apyointed, which was pudQually obey'd, 
the perſons employ'd to ſee it perform'd being Zealous in their 
Truſt. Whether it were more beneficial or hurtful to the Coun- 
try is hard to decide, conſidering on the one fide the danger it lay 
under from them, had they ſtaid, and oa the other, the depopu- 
lating of it by the departure of 8, or 959000 Souls. This with 
the Baniſhing of the Jews before, and the 7eſt-Indies, have been 
the true Cauſes of the want of people in Spain, though Ignoranc- 
reteads to give others, nothing to the purpoſe. Some ſmall War 
roke out in 1615 in tag, with the Duke of Savey, King Philip 
undertaking the Protection of the Duke of Mantua, whom the 
former had almoſt depriv'd of his Dukedom of Adonferrat, but the 
conſequences were not of much Moment, and all matters wers 
.amicably adjuſted. This Kings great Favourite, who had long 
diſpoſed of all things at Will, fearing to be call'd to an Account 


for his Adminiſtration, had privately obtaia'd a Cardinals Cap 


at Rome, and receiving it in 1618 he withdrew from Court, leav- 
ing D. Roderick Calderon his Creature, to expiate his Crimes, for he 
was apprehended, and after two Vears and a halfs Impriſonment, 
put to Death. In 1619, King Philip took his progreſs into Porta- 
gal, where he was receiv'd with much ontward ſhow, but little 

incerity, as appear'd in bis Sons days. The King returning to 


Madrid, dy'd there on the 15th of March 1621, in the 43th Tear 


of his Age, and 23d of his Reign. His Life was ſo Innocent 
and Pious, that he is generally look'd upon as a Saint, He had 
but one Wife, which was Margaret, Daughter to the Archduke - 
Charles above mention'd, by whom he had Philip, his Succeſſor; . 
Charles, who dy'd at 25 Years of Age; Ferdinand, Cardinal; Arch- 
| biſhop of Toledo and Governour of the Low Countries; Alonſo, \ 
dyd a Child; Arr, Wife to Lewis the 13th, King of France and 
Mother to Lewis the 14th now reigning; Mary Wife to Ferdinand, 
King of Hungary and Bohemia; and Mary, who dy'd Young, _ F 
Philip, IV. of the Name, King of Spain and 29th Earl 
of Barcelona took upon him the Government at 16 Year of Age. In 
the Year 1623. Charles Prince of Wales, eldeſt Son to King James 
the firſt of England, came Poſt through France to Madrid, in or- 
der to conclude a Match with Mary, King Phillip's Siſter. He was 
nobly entertain'd at Court, and all things ſeem'd to tend to a 
happy Concluſion, but the Marques of . Buckingham, King James's - 
A 5 ; great-: 
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great Favourite, who was with the Prince, taking. the Liberty to 
_ "make bis Addreſſes to a Lady of the firſt Quality, ſhe acquainted 

her Husband, who directed her to make him an Aſſignation in the 
Dark, which being joyfully accepted of, the Husband in ſtead of 
his Wife ſubſtituted a Black Woman, who was pox'd. Buckingham 
lay with her all Night, and ia the Morning perceiving what a 
Bed- fellow he had, and afterwards feeling the Effects of his 
-Amours, was fo inrag'd, that he broke off the Princes Match, 
and they came away in Seprember from Madrid, where they had 
been ever ſince March. The Wars with the Dutch continu'd with 
various Succeſs, and little probability of being brought to a Con- 
cluſion, that Rebellion being always ſupported by powerful Princes, 
-and particularly thoſe of France and England. An. 1626. King 
Philip held the Cortes, or Parliament of Aragon, Valencia, and Ca- 
ralonia, where many debates ariſing, as is uſual at ſuch Meetings, 
they ſate longer than had been excepted. Nothing hapned for 
ſome Years of Note in the parts about Catalonia, but in 1635, the 
War which had been long kindling broke ont betwixt France and 
Spain, and was proſecuted with the utmoſt Vigour on both ſides, 
ia the Low-Countries, and the Frontiers of France next ta Biſcay. 
However til! the Year 1639, it came not into thoſe parts here ſpoken 
of. That Year the French Forces under the Command of the 
Prince of Conde, being 24000 ſtrong, lay'd Siege to the Fortreſs of 
Saulſes, in the County of Rouſſillon, which though ſtrong by Situ- 
ation and well defended, was oblig'd to ſurrender on the 29th of - 
Fuly. In the following Year 1645, a Year Famous for Rebellion, 
which then broke out in many parts, not only of Europe, but even 
in Aſia, Catalonia play'd ics part among the Reſt, by an almoſt 
general Inſurrection. The Cauſes pretended were the ſame that 
are pleaded in all Rebellions, Liberty, Priviledges, Jealouſies, and 
Fears, and the like, the true Reaſon, too much Liberty, and a pow- 
erful Neighbour to ſupport them. The War being thea hot with 
France, and that Nation growing ſtrong in Rouſſillon, the Catalo- 
nians lay'd hold of that opportunity to Caſt off their obedience 
to their Sovereign. Accordingly the whole Country, except 
ſome few places, fecur'd by Garriſons, revolted and call'd in 
the French to their Aſſiſtance. Barcelona, as the Capital, lead the 
way, and gave the Example to the Reſt; the Multitude mutinying and 
forcing the Vceroy to fly for his Safety to the Arſenal, which is 
encloſs'd, aad whence he jatended to make his Eſcape by Sea, 
but was prevented by Death. The Viceroy then was the Earl 
of Santa Coloma. King Philip underſtanding what had hapned, ſent 
the Duke of Segorve and Cardona, as new Viceroy to pacifie theſe 

Tumults; but he beiag Sick when he ſet out, and going firſt to 
Saulſes, retaken the beginning of this Year by the Spaniſh e 
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dy'd by the way before he could reach Barcelona, which receiv'd 


a French Garriſon, and ſtood upon its defence. Lerida, Balaguer, 
Ager, and many other places follow'd the Example of their Capi- 
tal; and the whole Province, was fill'd with Confuſion, the Towns 
Arming againſt their Priace, the Mountaia people coming down 


ia hopes of pluader, and the French blowing the Coals to make 


their Advantage of theſe inteſtine Broils. In 1641, the Rebels 
having fortify'd Barcelona, and ſecur'd the paſs of Col de Balauger, 
ſate down before the City, Tarragona, which ſtil] coatinu'd in King 
Philip's Hands. The Archbiſhop of Bourdeaux, Block'd it up by 


Sea, whilſt the Catalonians preſs'd it by Land. The place wasreduc'd ' 
to a great Extremity, for want of Proviſions, but the Dukes of Fer- 


nandina and Maqueda coming to its Relief by-Sea, the Siege was 
rais d. The Rebellion in Portugal hapning in concert with that of 


Catalonia, Spain was the leſs able to reduce either, ſo that the French 


and Catalonians lay ing Siege to Colivre, had it as ſurrender d in a few: 
days. The taking of this place led them the following Year 1642. 
to attack Perpignan in April, which place was ſo bravely defended 


by the Marqueſs de Flores Davila, that, though King Lewis the 


XIIIth of France was at the Siege in Perſon, it held out till the 29th 
of Auguſt, when having ſuffer'd the utmoſt Extremities, the Go- 
vernour Capitulated and March'd out with Honour on the 9th of 
September. The French Forces under the Marſhal de 1a Motte, ad- 
vancing in October towards Lerida, to relieve that place inveſted 


by the Spaniſh, were repuls'd with ſome loſs, ſo that a ſort of 


Blockade was cantinu'd that Winter, and the place beſieg'd in form 


the following Year 1643, by King Philip of Spainin perſon, who 
had it Surrenderd to him by Famine on the laſt day of Fly. Bala- 
guer being left expos'd by the French Forces, and having the Spa- 
niſh in its Neighbourhood, could not long ſtand ont upon its owa 


Strength, but was obligd to ſubmit to its Sovereiga in 1644. 


An. 1645. the French took Roſes after a Siege of two Months; the 
Marqueſs de Mortara commanded the Span;ſh Forces in Catalonia, 
where he fought a bloody Battle with-the -French under the Count 
de Hlarcourt, who routed and took him Priſoner, with 300 Officers, 
and then purſuing Andrew Cantelmo, who fled with the Horſe to Ba- 
Auer, beſieg d him in the place and to took it, King Philip alarm'd 
by this Diſaſter calls the Marqueſs de Leganes from his command 
againlt Portugal, and ſends him into Cata/onia, where be gather'd a 


* 


Body of 25060 Men, in 1646. The Count de Harcourt had now - 


lain 5 Months before Lerida, when the Marqueſs coming to the 
Relief of that place attack'd him in his Trenches, and after a Hot 
Engagement, in which much Blood was Spilt on both ſides, en- 


tirely defeated him, taking all his Cannon, Baggage and Ammu- 
nition. This diſgrace caus d the Count de Harcourt to be NEE |

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'<from his Command, and the Prince of Conde to be ſent in his place, 


the following Year 1647. He having view'd the Frontier places, 


and gather d 8000 Foot and 4000 Horſe lay'd Siege again to Le. 


ride, which place was ſo bravely defended by the Governour Don 
Gregorio de Brito, that the Prince was forc'd to draw off by night 
on the 18th of June, having lain before the place from the 12th 


of May; and this was all he did, for underſtanding that the Spa- 


niſh Army was Superior to his, he put his Troops into Garri- 
ſons, and ſo ended the great Expectation of this Campaign. The 
next Year 1648, prov'd more favourable to the French and Rebels 
in Catalonia, where the Marſhal de Schomberg then commanded, 
for he reliev'd the ſtrong Caſtle of Flix beſieg d by the Spaniards, 
and then laying Siege to the City Torteſa made himſelf Maſter of 
it, though bravely defended by D. Franciſco de Melo. The Trou- 
bles in Fance weakned their Forces abroad; fo that the following 


Campaign the Spaniards gain'd ſome Advantages in Catalonia, and re- 


cover'd a few places, but none among them of any great Note. 
They had thoughts, and made ſome Motions towards beſieging of 
Barcelona and Torto/a, but the French, who were jealous of it, throw- 
ing ſtroag Garriſons into both thoſe places, they deſiſted. How- 
ever the Year 1650 provd more ſucceſsful, for the Catalonians 
repeating their Rebellion, which had ruin'd their Country, and 
grown weary of their Gueſts, the French, after ſeveral Conſulta- 
tions among themſelves,and private Meſſages ſent to Court to obtain 


— 


Pardon, reſolv'd to expel their Allies, and return to their Al- 


legiance. This could not be ſo private but that the Court of 


France had ſome intelligence of it, and ſeat the Duke de Mercæur 
with the Title of Viceroy into Catalonia, who ſecur'd many ſuſpected 
Perſons, and ſent them away Priſoners into France, thinking by 


that means to ſtrike a Terror into the Reſt, which on the contrary 


ſo far exaſperated them, that they ran to Arms in all parts, where 
they were able, and deſtroy'd all the French they could overpower, 
who did not fail to make them ſuitable Returns, whereſoever they 


were ſtrongeſt. King Philip in the mean while appoints the Mar- 


queſs of Martara, General of Catalonia, and the Marqueſs Alexan- 


der Borri, bis Major General. The latter entred the Country firſ: 


with 1600 Foot and 1000 Horſe, which with the Aſſiſtance of the 


Natives drove the Freneh from the Couutry about Flix and other 


places. The Marqueſs de Mortara following with the Reſt of the 


Forces, ſoon poſſeſs d himſelf of Flix, and the ſtrong Caſtle of 
AMiravete. Then purſuing his Succeſs he advanc'd to the City Tor- 
t/a, with 12000 Men, and inveſted it on the 19th of Ofober. The 
Trenches were open d on the 28th, and the Batteries began to 


at- 


play on the 3d of November. The Duke de Alburquerque, General of 
the Spaniſh Gallies, wao lay to keep the Sea, took four Ships that 


attempted to put Succours intd the place, which ſo much diſcovragd 
the beſieg d, that 7 preſently Capitulated, and the City was de-

liver 'd on the 3d o 


rag d by this Succeſs of the Spaniſh Forces, openly. Mutiny'd, and 


Encourag'd the Country People to deſtroy the French that were 


abroad, who being weak, could not ſuppreſs them; and therefore 
the Duke de Mercœur, with the other principal Officers, as well 
French, as Cataloni ans of their Party, withdrew themſelves to the 
County of Rowſſillon. At the beginning of the Year 1651 the 
Spaniſh Governour of the City of Lerida, March'd out by Night 
with part of his Garriſon, and at break of day ſurpriz'd the Caſtle 
of Lerida, ſtill held by the French, putting all the Garriſon to the 


Sword. The Caſtle of Scoxvembs, lying betwixt Tarragona, and i Ie, 


'Tortoſa, ſoon after under went the ſame Fate. The Spaniſh Fleet 
under the Command of D. John of Auſtria, being come upon the 
- Coaſt of Catalonia, the Marqueſs de Mortara, Viceroy and Captain 
General of that Country, March'd out with all the Forces he could 
gather, and took the Field in June, making directly for Bar- 


celona, which City he inveſted on the 4th of Auguſt, the Fleet at 


the ſame time ſecuring the Sea. Yet this may rather be call'd a 


Blockake than a Siege, for it continu'd till the 13th of October of 


the enſuing Year, 1652, when the place was ſurrendred to its 
- Jawful Sovereign. Whilſt this Siege or Blockade was carry'd on, 
D. John Gonzalez. Salamanques, a Spaniſh Major, ſurpriz'd the Ci- 
ty Belaguer in July, it having till then continu'd in Rebellion. 
The ſame Perſon for his good Service having been made 
Lieutenant- Colonel and Governour of the ſaid City of Belaguer, on 


the orb of Oftober following, eſcaladed and took the Town of Ager, 
the Caſtle ſurrendring three days after. Thus the whole Province | 


of Catalonia was at laſt reduc'd, and upon its Submiſſion receiv d 
to Mercy by its Sovereign King Philip, who ſhow'd thoſe People 
more Ciemency than their Rebellion had deſer vd. Roſes alone, 
and ſome few Places of leſs Note, remain'd in the hands of the 


French, beſides the Country of Roxſſillen. The Marſhal de Hocquin- 


court entred again in the Year 1653, on that fide with a ſmall Ar- 
my, put Succours into that place, defeated a Body of Peaſants that 
had drawn together to oppoſe him in ſome Paſſes, and then took the 
Town of Caſbillow de Ampurias, which was well defended by a 
Regiment of Neaps/irans that was in it. During all the courſe 
_ of the War, the Afguilers adher'd to the French, being a 

beggarly People, always gaping after all Occaſions of plundering 

their Neighbours, and ever doing more Miſchief than the Fo- 


reign Enemies. Theſe Men for the moſt part ſtill continu'd in 


Rebellion, and having committed all imaginable Villainies inthe 


open Country, laid Siege to * Town of Ripe!, which af. 


ter 
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bat that perfidious Rabdie no ſooner. entred the place, bat they 


commited all forts of. Barbarities ia it. Mareſchal Hocquincourt 
laid Siege to the City Girena, but was forc'd to raiſe it by a won- 
derful Plague of Flies, which ſo tormented the Horſes, that very 
/// ag blo com giad od yg 7 
ln the Year 1654. the French entred the County of Pucerdan, 
and ſet down before the Town of that Name, where hearing that 
the Spaniſh Horſe had inveſted Roſes, they broke up to relieve that 
place; ſo both Eaterprizes fail'd. The Prince of Conti coming to 
command for france in Rouſſillon, took the Town of Ville Franc he, or Villa 
Franca, Which was but weakly Gariſon'd, in 8 days; this done, 
be made himſelf Maſter of all the other ſmall Places along che 
River Ter. Os the other ſide D. Joby of Auſtria with his Forces 
march'd to Vich, where he left 5 Regiments of Catalonians, and 
one of Falenciaus, and Winter drawing on, both Parties went in- 
to Quarters. The eaſving Year 1655, the War was but coldly 
carry'd on in theſe Parts, and ſcarce any thing of Moment done all 
the Summer. At the beginning of Oct. D.Foſeph de Pines, Governour 
of Yique, ſarprizZd the Town of Berga, ſeated on the Mountain of the 
ſame Name, containing about 500 Houſes, and defended by ſome 
Frenth and Rebels. The Caſtle held out ſome days, but at laſt ca- 
pitulated. No ſooner was this place taken and victuall'd, but a 
Body of about 3000 French ſate down before it, and the Gariſon 
was reduc d to Extremity, when the ſame D. Foſeph de Pinos re- 
turning with 2500 Men, routed the Enemy, and ſav'd the place. 
Several other Places of leſs. Note were ſoon recover d, and 
D. Jobu of Auſtria, with about 6080 Men, in eleven Days took S5. 
ona, which ſtill contian'd in Rebellion; Articles were granted to 
the French, that were there in Gariſon ; but none to the Natives : 
ſo that the Town was plunder d, and 600 of the Rebels ſent Pri- 
ſoners to Barcelona. This done, D, ↄohn put a good Gariſon into the 
City of Solſana, and having given orders for repairing the Fortiſica- 
tions, went away to Monſeratte. The Years. 637, and 16 58, the 
. War grew Cooler in Catalonia, the greateſt Efforts being made in 
the Low Countries; however the laſt of theſe Years, the French, 
that theſe parts might not be altogether quiet, laid Siege to the 
Ions of came don, among the Mountains, near the River Ter. The 


Marqueſs de Mortara, being inf orm'd of the Danger of the place, 


drew together all the Forces be could, and marching to its Relief, 
-eotirely defeated the Enemy, with the loſs: of all their Cannon. 
Dhis ended the War, not only in Catalonia, but in all other parts; 
for in 1659, after many private Advances had been made towards 
2 Peace betwizt France and Spain; at length a. Ceſſation of Arms 
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was agreed upon, which was follow'd by a Pesee concluded ia 
November the ſame Year. In this Treaty it was agreed, That the 
King of Fance ſhovld marry the Priticefs Mary Tereſs, Daughter to 
K. Philip the th. Both the Kings met in the INand of the Confe- 
refice,whictis in the River Bidaſo, that parts the Dominions of France 
and Spain, where they both ſwore 26 ths Obſervation of the Peace; 
and the Bride being deliver'd to her Husband, he return'd to Pars; 
and the Father to Madrid. This was in the Vear 1660, when che 
Peace reſtor'd Casalonia to its former Tranquiſity; and therefore 
it wil forniſt no matter worth relating for "ſome years after. 
On the 17th of Ockober 1665. King Phibp the 4th of Spain 'dy'd 
in the 60th Year of his Age, and 44th of his Reign. By his firſt 
Wife Elizabeth, Siſter to Lewis the 13th King of France, he had 
Balthaſar Charles Dominick; who dy'd\ without Iflue at 17 Years: of 
of Age, four Daughters that all dy d in their Infancy, and ary Te-

Charler Il. of the Name, King of Spain, and 30th Earl of Bar- 
celona, aſcended the Throne at four Years of Age, under the Tui- 
tion of his Mother, who bred him in ſuch Ignorance, and his Ca- 

pacity was fo mall, and his Conſtitption of Body ſo infirm, that 
he can ſcarce be ſaid to have Reign'd; haying been always led by 
thoſe who were in Authority about Him, aud follow d their Di- 
Fates in all things, without any Win or Conduèt of his own." The 
King of France, under pretence of ſome Right of his Queen in 
the Low- Countries, Declar'd War in the Lear 1866. and made 4 
conſiderable” Progreſs in thoſe Parts, but nothing was done; in 
thoſe we are here to Treat of, and in the 1668 Peace was again 

Concluded between the two Crowns. The Government of yu 

at this time was very Corrupt, and P. John of Auſtria, Baſtar 
Son to the late King Philip IV. labvur'd to rempve the Queen dt 
of it, to get it into bis owa hands. She on the other handt6 
content his Ambition, made him Lord Lieutenant, and Cap. 
tain General of the Kingdom of Aragon, and Vitar-Generat of 
all the Dominions of that Crown, Which only ſery'd to enable 
him to wreſt the Power out of her hands, as he actually did, re- 

moving her from the Government, and carrying che King awa 
into. Aragon. The great Men fearing, that D. John either aſpir'd 
at the Crown himſelf, or at leaſt would . Eclipſe their Grandeur, 
ſoon thruſt bim from the Helm, and fo the Government remain d 

ia the Council during the King's Minority. The Peace continud 
till the Year 1673, for the French, in 1672 having overrun a great 
: pars 
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part of Holland, taking 45 Places of Note in the ſpace of three 
Weeks, Spain took the Alarm, and drawing the Emperor into the 
Confederacy declared War againſt France, but to their Loſs; for 
the French that Year, and the next overrun and ſubdu'd all Franche 
Comte, and defeated the Spaniſh and French Army in Flanders. How- 
ever on the ſide of Spain nothing was done till 1675, when Duke 
Schomberg entring Catalonia took Figneras, Ampurias, aud ſome other 
Places of leſs Note, which the Spaniards being too weak to reco- 
ver, things continu'd much in the ſame Poſture till 1677, when the 
Duke de Noailles, who commanded on this fide defeated, the Count 
de Monterey the Spaniſh General, and took 600 Priſoners. In 1678 
Mareſchal de Noailles laid Siege to Puicerdan, an important Place 
and Capital of the County of Cerdagn, and fearing leaſt the Earl 
of Montery, who lay in the Plain of Y:que ſhould relieve the Place, 
he caus'd all the Paſſes and Defiles betwixt him and the Enemy to 
be ſtrongly guarded. This done, he open'd the Trenches on the 
 2gth of April, and tho? the Beſieg d defended themſelves with ex- 
traordinary Bravery, be took it in a Month. Theſe Succeſſes of 
France in this and all other Parts, forwarded the concluſion of the 
Peace, which had been long negotiating at Nimeguen. Beſides the 
Dutch having ſign'd for themſelves in Auguſt; Spain thus forſaken 
by them, was forc'd to comply in September following. The 
next Year 1679, King Charles of Spain marry'd Mary Louiſa, eldeſt 


Daughter to the Duke of Orleans, Brother to Lewis XIV. King of 


France, by whom he had no Iſſue. This Alliance like all the reſt, 
prov'd of no effect for ſecuriag a good Correſpondence betwixt 
tne two Crowas; for the very next Year they began to bicker about 
their Limits. The Commiſſioners appointed on. both ſides to adjuſt 
that difference could not bring it to aa amicable Conclufion, and 
ſeveral ſmall Hoſtilities were committed ia the Low Countries, 
where the Controverſy lay. At length, in 1683, the War broke 
ont; and not to mention what was done in Flanders, in 1684, the 
Mareſchal de Bellefont, General of the French in Catalonia, worſted 
the Spaniſh Army under the Duke of Bournonville. The Fight was 
Bloody, and laſted till Night, when the Spani ar dt retir'd in great 
Confuſion, leaving their Baggage behind them. Soon after, a Truce 
two propos d bet ixt the 2 Crowas for 20 Vears, aud eaſily conſented 
to on both ſides, the French having got what they aim'd at, and the 
Spaniards being weary of the War. This Truce, however coatigu'd 
bat till the Year 1689, when almoſt all Europe broke out again in- 
to a War. The Empire, Spain, England, and Holland and Savoy, 
were all in Coafederacy againſt France, which made its utmoſt Ef- 

forts to oppoſe ſuch mighty Enemies on all ſides ; but we ſhall not 
pretend to exceed our intented Bounds of Catalonia. 


The 
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The Duke De Neailes, Commanded the French Forces there, and. 
took the Town and Caſtle of Campredon. In 1690 another Rebel- 
lion broke out in Catalonia, thoſe People are inclin'd to it, and 
could not lye ſtill, when they had ſo fair an opportunity of the 
French to back them. The Rabble of the Conntry roſe under the 
Peaſants, and ſeizing ſome few Horſe, that were quarter'd ia Vil- 
lages about Barcelona, committed many other Inſolences. The D. 
De Villahermoſa, then Vice-roy, ſent out a part of the Garriſon of 
Barcelona, who ſoon drove thoſe Scoundrels into the Mountains, 
where finding themſelves too weak, they cry'd for Mercy. Yet this 
was only to gain time, for as ſoon as they thought the French could 
come to their Aſſiſtance, they broke out again after a more Dan- 
erous manner than before, ſo that the Vice-roy was oblig'd to 
end for more Forces from-Navarre and other parts, by which 
means he cruſh'd that Inſurrection, before the Duke De Noailles 
could come to ſupport it. He came at laſt, tho? late, and ha- 
ving taken ſome Caſtles and other Places of ſmall Note, advanc'd 
as far as the City of Vic que, a Place Famous enough for Rebellion, 
yet he had not force to attempt any thing conſiderable, and there- 
fore underſtanding, that the Duke De Villahermoſa had drawn to- 
gether about 12000 Men, and was Marching towards him, he re- 
turn'd into the Country of Kouſſillon, with a conſiderable Booty, 
being unable to withſtand his Enemy. The following Year 1691. 
the Duke De Noailles began the Campaign with greater Forces, 
for he was able himſelf to make head againſt the Spaniards who lay 
at Caſtellon de Ampurias, and ſend Lieutenant General Chazeron with 
' a ſufficient Force to Beſiege Urgel,which he took in a few days, the 
Garriſon remaining Priſoners of War. The Duke of Medina 
Sidonia, was Vice-roy of Catalonia, who having but ſmall] Troops, 
and moſt of them raw Soldiers, could do nothing all the Summer. 
At this ſame time the Count D*Eftrees bombarded Barcelona for two 
days, Deſtroying many Houſes, and the Vice-roy's Pallace, which 
was very Magnificent. Am. 1692: Nothing Remarkable hapned - 
on this ſide, but ia 1693 the French took the Seaport Town - 
of Roſes, and in 1694. Marſhal De Noailles paſs'd the River Ter, 
Defeating the Spaniſh Foot, that lay to Guard the Paſſes. The 
Spaniſh Horſe behay'd themſelves well, and cover'd the Foot who 
Fled, but could not fave the Baggage, which was loſt, The Op- 
- Poſition made by the Horſe, and the Narrowneſs of the ways, 
hinder'd the French purſuing far. Being now Maſters of the 
Field, they lay'd Siege to Palamos, a Sea-Port Town, on the 30th. of 
May, and giving an Aſſault on the Counterſcarp, the Granadiers 
ſpying a ſmall Breach in the Wall, made themſelves Maſters of if 
at once, Entring the City with Sword in Hand. Heace the _ 
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nal March'd to Girona, which held out but 10 days, and was Sur- 
render'd to him on the 29th, of Jane. Noailles ſtill following his 
| Segel, went on to Offalric, where he found no great Reſiſtance, 
and having taken it, he put his Army into Quarters of Refreſh- 
- ment, hecauſe of the Exceſſive Heat of the Seaſon, After they 
had taken ſome Reſt, and the Violence of the Weather abated, they 
farch'd out again, and made themſelyes Maſters of Caftel-Foler, At 
the ſame. time the Spaniards had laid Siege to Oſtalric, and had 
- bropght it to Capitulate, but the Duke de Noailles, coming to its 
Relief before the Articles were Sign'd, the Treaty broke off, and 
the -Spamiſh Army March'd away, re inſecta. The Aiquelets, du- 
ring all this War, were N in Rebellion, and conſequently 
ſerv'd under the French, being a lawleſs People without Faith or 
Honeſty, always inclin'd to take the Strongeſt ſide, tho againſt their 
Prince, only to Rob and Spoil the Country. The Spaniards endea- 
vour'd the next Year 1695, to appear more formidable in Cara- 
lenia, and gaig'd ſome ſmall Advantages at the beginning of the 
Campaigu, which Encourag'd them to lay Siege to Caſtel-· Folat, but 
the Duke of Vendoſme, forc d them to quit that Enterprize with loſs. 
Being diſappointed there, they ſat down beſore Palames, with a 
Keintorcement of 500 Men from aboard the Engizh and Dutch 
Fleet, which hearing of the approach of Vendoſme, ſoon return'd 
to the Ships, and the Spaniards retir'd from before the place, and no- 
thing more was done this Campaign. The next, which was in 1696, 
the. Spaniſh Army encamp'd near Oſtalric, where. the Duke of Ven. 
 daſrn, vigorouſly: charg'd their Horſe, Which had march d out to 
view bim, and beat them to their Intrenchments; but, purſuing 
too eaterly, he ſuſtain d ſome loſs by their Cannon, and ſo both 
of them remain'd ſatisfy'd, as if they had agreed to give one ano- 
ther no further Offence. We now come to the laſt Year of 
the War 1697, when the Duke of Yendeſme with about 
30000 Men ſac down before Barcelona, on the. 127% of Fuly, 
The Lreaches were open d, and vigorouſly puſh'd on, tho the 
bad Weather and great Fire from the Town much retarded them. 
"Beſides. the Spaniſh Army lay on the other fide of the City, and 
continually ſent in Supplies of all that could be deſir'd; ſo that, 
tho? the French Fleet bombarded the place from the Sea, yet there w 
little likelihood of taking it. The Spaniards lay in two ſm 
Camps, both which Veadojm ſur priz d in the Night, marching him- 
-ſelf at the head of one Body of his Troops, and ſending the other 
under the Command of the Marqueſs 4 Uſen, ſucceding ſo well in 
both places, that he entirely routed them, killing many, beſides 
thoſe that were drown'd in the River Lobregat, and taking all their 
Baggage. Having remov'd this Obſtacle, the French en lodg'd 
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themſelves upon two Baſtions, and made a Breach in the Wall; 
whereupon the Governour capitulated, and the City was deliver'd 
up on ther 5th of Auguſt. Now at laſt the Treaty of Reſwick put an 
end to ſo much Bloodſhed ; Peace was at length concluded betwixt 
France, Spain, the Empire, England and Holland, and in purſuance - 
to it, all Catalonia reſtor'd to the King of Spain, Thus will we con- 
clude this Account, leaving the Succeſs of the preſent War to 
a more particular Relation, to be added as Supplement to this, 
when we ſhall be better inform'd of the Affairs there, than we can at 


preſent; and when the Country ſhall be in a more ſettled Poſture. . 
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
